Ottawa, Feb. 22. — Tho House of 
Commons today had Its annual dis- 
cussion on the abolition of the senate. 
The resolution was moved ' by E. A. 
Lancaster, who stated that he did not 
want the question to bo discussed 
from a party point of view. It was a 
wrong thing that tho senate should be 
in a position to refuse supplies, and if 
there was no other reason for its abo- 
lition, that would, in his opinion, bo 
sufficient. Tho appeal to tho king was 
sufficient. Public opinion was the best 
safeguard against hasty legislation. 
A plesblscite should be taken on the 
question of end or mend tho senate 
The money spent upon the senate", 
$318,000 a year, could bo better spent 
in improving the postal service or 
abolishing tho deadly level crossings. 

Mr. Nesbitt, of North Oxford, op- 
posed the resolution, pointing out that 
the senate was "composed of men of 
great business capacity. Ho asked Mr. 
Lancaster to pick out a dozen men of 
equal business or financial capacity in 
the Commons. Such slight reforms as 
were necessary could bo left to Sir 
Wilfrid. It would, however, he better 
to have such legislation emanate in 
the upper house. One thing was cer- 
tain, the senate vTOrked faster than 
the House, and its work was more sat- 
isfactory. 

H. H. Miller said the people would 
vote for the abolition of the senate. 
In his opinion the senators should be 
independent- of tlie people. 

The debate was continued by Dr. 
Sproule, Mr. Turgeon and Dr. Barr. 

Mr. Gervals moved the adjournment 
of tho debate, and it is not likely to be 
heard 'of again this season. 

Dr. Chisholm asked tho minister of 
finance if ho had any Intention of rais- 
ing the rate of interest on deposits 
made in the government savings bank. 
Mr. Fielding stated that ho intended 
discussing the matter in his budget 
speech. He did not Intend raising tho 
rate greatly, it was likely that an ar- 
rangement would bo made whereby de- 
positors could change their deposits 
for government stocks bearing a higher 
rate of interest. 

The bill of E. N. Lewis regarding 
wireless telegraphy on ships was read 
a first time, it provides that vessels 
of over 500 tons carrying passengers 
and of over 1200 tons carrying freight 
shall bo equipped with wireless tele- 
graph apparatus nnd Mliull have an of- 
ficer capable of operating the same.

Chicago, Feb. 22.— The very life of 
trust curbing legislation is said by 
government officials to bo Involved by 
the retrial' of government Indictments 
of the Standard Oil Co. of Indlana^for 
alleged rebating, which will begin be- 
fore Judge Anderson in the U. 1 S, 
district court hero tomorrow. 

This is the case in which Judgo 
Landis, holding that each car lot of 
oil on which the Standard accepted an 
alleged rebate constituted a separate 
offence, Inflicting his historic fine of 
$23,000,000.

If sue 
cessful in this line of argument, tho 
judge may fine the defendant a rnoxl 
mum of $10,000,000 or a minimum of 
$500,000. 

The defence, on tho other hand, will, 
it is said, claim that the settlement 
of freight charges constitute the al- 
leged offences. Of these the govern- 
ment alleged there were 3G, on which 
tines of from $36,000 to $720,000 may 
be inflicted.

Collecting money to promote armed 
revolution in India under the guiso of 
religion and by even more Illegal me- 
thods, if tho statements of some of 
tho local Sikhs are to be believed, ap- 
pears to bo tho real 'mission of a few 
of the Hindus now resident In Can- 
ada. Stories to this effect have been 
whispered for some time, but yester- 
day tho direct charge was made in tho 
police court by Naraln Singh, a wit- 
ness in tho Hindu assault case now 
pending before Magistrate Jay. 

Porpah Singh, one of a number of 
Sikhs who are living in tho house on 
Spratt's wharf which has been a con- 
stant' source of trouble for somo 
months, charges five of his com- 
patriots, Bootah Singh, Lachman 
Singh, Atma Singh, Bisam Singh, and 
Mota Singh, with having given him 
a terrible beating. About a week af- 
ter the affair a meeting attended by 
somo 30 or 40 Sikhs was held, accord- 
ing to ,NaraIn Singh, at which an 
effort was made to patch up the quar- 
rel. Prominent among the peacemak- 
ers, according to Narain Singh, was 
G. D. Kumar, an alleged religious 
teacher, who some months ugo was a 
prominent figure In the earlier Hindu 
litigation, and . who is generally con- 
sidered the leader of one of the two 
factions into which the local commun- 
ity is divided. 

The gist of the matter, according 
to the sworn evidence given yesterday, 
was that at tho meeting in question 
G. D. Kumar made an inflammatory 
speech during which he informed his 
hearers that there was serious trouble 
in India between tho natives and tho 
English. Ho strongly advised tho In- 
dians present to make up their dis- 
putes, and instead of spending good 
money in hiring lawyers to give it to 
him for the good cause. He would 
expend it in the purchase of rifles and 
ammunition and send the arms to In- 
dia to their compatriots. Whether or 
not any money was contributed at 
this meeting for the purpose of levy- 
ing war on His Majesty's troops in 
India, was not statsd by Narain 
Singh, but apparently the mediation 
was not successful as the combatants 
duly appeared in court yesterday. 

This evidence, while unexpected, does 
not altogether come as a surprise to 
the authorities. Reports of a very 
circumstantial character as to the ex- 
istence of this conspiracy had been 
received and investigations havo been 
in progress for somo time. It has 
proved difficult, however, to get at the 
exact facts* as those who know and 
are otherwise willing to talk, profess 
to be afraid of their lives. They stato 
that some time ago a Sikh gave out 
such information in Vancouver, where 
the chief religious teacher is said to 
be carrying on a similar campaign. 
Tho story got into tho papers, and tho 
Sikh who told died suddenly. Tho 
local Sikhs say that he was murdered, 
but that the matter was hushed up. 
He was cremated in the usual way as 
soon as possible, all evidence being' 
thus destroyed. 

Whether or no this story is truo, it 
is impossible to say, but it is advanced 
by the local Sikhs as tho reason for 
their reticence. Certain other facts 
however have been discovered. It 
appears that tho arms aro not bought 
hero but In Seattle, and a Bengali who 
speaks unusually fluent English is the 
agent. Ho Is also said to receive tho 
Vancouver contributions and forward 
tho contraband shipments from tho 
Puget Sound port to Calcutta. The 
amount contributed locally is believed 
to bo small, and the voluntary contri- 
bution to bo still smaller. Tho local 
colony is not a large one, and they 
stato that what money is subscribed Is 
generally wrung out of them by means 
strongly savoring of blackmail. Re- 
fusals to pay are said to constitute 
the real cause of a number of the pro- 
secutions which havo wasted so much 
timo in tho police court during tho 
past year, while somo of tho others 
seom to have been of tho nature of re- 
taliations in kind. 

It is believed that these shipments 
chiefly take the form of ammunition 
as cartridges for tho modern high 
power military rillo are unobtainable 
In India in any quantity. This is duo 
to the policy initiated by the late Lord 
Dufferin during his vlceroyalty. Ho 
did not mind the Indians having rifles 
so long as they did not have cartridges. 
The result Is that the only small arms 
ammunition factories In India belong- 
to the government, and the product is 
carefully guarded. Many of the armies 
of the semi-Independent Indian princes 
are armed with modern weapons, but 
tho ammunition has to be purchased 
from the government factory and they 
get but little of It at a time. Thero 
Is also a factory In Afghanistan, which 
was established comparatively recent- 
ly, but local conditions are such that 
the export of any considerable quanti- 
ties of ammunition into India proper, 
Is impracticable. This Is one of tho 
reasons why those who know India 
are not afraid of a general uprising 
such as occurred during tho Mutiny 
in the days of muzzle loaders and black 
powder and also accounts for the fact 
that the revolutionaries of Bengal aro 
Importing cartridges by driblets far 
in advance of any possible opportunity 
of using them. 

Magistrate Jay has ordered that tho 
stenographer's notes of the evidence 
relating to tUo appeal for subscriptions 
for treasonable purposes be extended, 
and they will be submitted to tho at- 
torney-general's department.

Two men arrested 
with him, named Wilson and Snodden, 
were acquitted on Wells' admission 
that they wero under the impression 
that he was working for the company. 
Wells did his work in broad daylight, 
deliberately cutting down thousands 
of yards of wire, which he loaded on 
sleighs and sold. 



ALBERTA WHEAT WINS 
IN MEXICAN MARKET 

Dealers in States Find It Ne- 
cessary to Get Canadian 
. Product 



Vancouver, Feb. 22. — That grain 
dealers of the middle western United 
States who annually ship thousands 
of wheat to Mexico aro being 
forced to come to Vancouver 
for Canadian wheat to be shipped 
through this port is a position forced 
on the Americans because of results 
of first shipments made to Mexico 
from this port. 

Tlie outcome is that one firm, that 
of J. Sydney Smith & Co., one of the 
largest wheat-handling firms of Kan 
sas City, has already been compelled 
to make arrangements to ship from 
Vancouver. So effective has Canadian 
competition In Mexico become that 
this firm will erect here elevators of 
its own if the Canadian Pacific or tho 
government have not solved the ele 
vator problem hero within a short 
time. 

Tho position In which this firm 
found itself is that of scores of other 
concerns in Kansas, Nebraska, Iowa 
and oLher states, which heretofore 
havo shipped great quantities of grain 
into Mexico. 

As soon as the initial shipments of 
grain wero sent from Vancouver to 
Mexico a few months ago, agents in 
tho cities of Mexico advised tho Kan- 
sas firms, among them Smith & Co., 
that tho Canadian product, which is 
of a quality even better than the best 
turkey red wheat of Kansas, was un- 
derselling the American article. 

Investigation by the firms interested 
disclosed the fact that apparently with 
tho long rail haul across Texas and 
through Mexico it was impossible to 
got a transportation rate for the Am- 
erican product that could successfully 
compote with the water haul of tho 
wheat going from \ ancouver. 

Smith & Co. immediately made ar- 
rangements looking to tho supplying 
of their customers in Mexico not with 
American but with Canadian wheat. A 
member of tho firm, Perry Smith, was 
sent to Vancouver and spent most of 
tho early weeks of this month in tills 
city and Calgary. He looked over tho 
situation with C, N. Ecclestone, a lo- 
cal capitalist. 

Tho conclusion reached was that 
purchases of Canadian wheat would 
hereafter bo mado by tho firm In Cal- 
gary or Vancouver and shipped from 
here by steamer to Mexico. The firm 
stands ready to build an elevator hero 
If the railway or the government or 
both do not build them. Several pos- 
sible sites for an elevator were looked 
vcr while Mr. Smith was in Vancou- 
ver. It is stated on good nuthonity 
that other firms in the United States 
will be forced to abandon tho costly 
all-rail haul Into Mexico and to buy 
and ship from this port. 

It is an interesting coincidence that 
the parent of the present day record- 
breaking Alberta wheat was tho tur- 
key red of Kansas. Severn! years ago, 
the C. P. R. brought to Alberta a car- 
load or two for seed purposes, and had 
a difficult time getting the farmers 
sufficiently Interested to take it. Tho 
wheat improved greatly In Alberta. 
When it was exhibited at the Port- 
land fair, fnrmors of Kansas who be- 
lieve that their own state holds the 
palm had a herd time making them- 
selves believe that tho article they saw 
grown in Alberta really was the off- 
spring of their turkey-red at homo, so 
great hud been tho change, 



Steel Pricos 

Montreal, Feb. 22. — President Drum- 
mond, of the Lake Superior Consoli- 
dated company, says the action of tho 
United States Steel Corporation in 
reducing pricos of steel In the United 
Stuies will not havo tho slightest ef- 
fect on prices In Cnnada. Present 
pricos will bo maintained. 



The Esquimalt Waterworks com-; 
pany has made another offdr to the 
city relative to a supply of water from 
the company's system at Goldstream, 
In brief the company's proposition is 
to deliver at a point within tho city 
limits on the main connecting with the 
reservoir any amount of water up to 
fifteen million gallons per day, for a 
period of not less than twenty years, 
at four cents per thousand Imperial 
gallons, the city to have tho right to 
purchase the company's holdings at the 
expiration of. the twenty years for 
$1,850,000 plus the cost price o£ all 
expenditures incurred in making ex- 
tensions to the works after the connec- 
tion is made; the city water com- 
missioner to have the right to inspect 
tho works and the company to bo 
ready to make delivery within fifteen 
months from tho dato of acceptance of 
this otfer. 

Company's Offer 

The communication of T. Lubbe, 
manager of the Esquimalt Waterworks 
company, was before the city council 
last night. It is as follows: 

In reference to tho discussion before 
the private bills committee in connec- 
tion with the corporation of Victoria 
waterworks act 1873, and amendments 
thereto proposed by the municipality 
of Oak Bay, during which the said 
municipality applied for an amendment 
making It obligatory upon tho city of 
Victoria to supply said muncipallty 
with water in bulk at the boundary of 
the said municipality at the rate of 
six cents per thousand gallons, and in 
referenco to the reply of the .city's 
water commissioner to the said pro- 
posal, viz, that tho cost of such water 
to tho corporation of tho city of Vic- 
toria is fourteen cents per thousand 
gallons, T heg to advise that I am 
Instructed by my directors to make iho 
following offer' to tho city without 
prejudice: 

(a) The Esquimalt Waterworks com- 
pany to place a n.ain supply pipe from 
Goldstream river to the foot of Arm 
street, Victoria West, within the city 
limits of the corporation connecting 
with a city main, discharging Into 
Smith's hill reservoir. 

(b) If the city undertakes to take 
at least three million gallons per day 
for a period of not less than twenty 
years, the company will agree to sup- 
ply the city with water at the rato 
of four cents per one thousand imperial 
gallons, and to such an amount so 
that tho quantity taken by the city 
with that used in our peninsula does 
not exceed 15,000,000 imperial gallons 
per day. 

(c) Tho company would give tho 
city the right to purchase the com- 
pany's property at tho end of twenty 
years for $1,S50,000. plus tho cost price 
of all expenditures Incurred by tho 
company in making extensions to their 
works, after the connection has been 
mado with tho city pipe, with tho 
privilege to tho city to exercise that 
right at any time before then. W 

(d) The city water commissioner to 
have at all times tho right to enter 
upon and inspect the works and means 
of the company for supplying said 
water. 

(e) The company guarantee to ha 
ready to deliver the said water into 
the city mains at Arm street within 
fifteen months from tho date of ac- 
ceptance of this offer by the city, un- 
less prevented by circumstances over 
which tho company has no control, 
e.g., vis major. 

(£) A formal contract to bo entered 
into to give effect to the abovo offor 
If it is accepted. 

This letter is without prejudice, and 
is intended as an outline of the view 
of tho directors, somo of tho points 
before final adop'.fjn to bo voted on 
by tho shareholders.

Mayor Hall: The cost of laying tho 
pipes used in making any extensions 
which might become necessary after 
tlie dato mentioned in the letter and 
before the twenty years are up, must 
bo added. I will again road this por- 
tion of Mr. Lubbe's letter. 

This passage evidently means that 
after the water has been brought into 
the city the cost of all extensions 
which might subsequently bo . mado 
must bo added to tho sum mentioned 
and paid for. 

Alderman Turner: This refers to 
work that might bo dono after tho 
main pipe has been laid. 

Mayor Hall: Yes. After tho main 
pipe has been laid from Goldstream 
and connected with tho city's pipes. 
This ilguro includes tho cost of tho 
pipe which would bo originally used in 
bringing tho water from Goldstream 
into the city and any extensions that 
might be afterwards made. All theso 
extensions must be paid for and their 
cost mur-t bo added to tho original 
price. At all events that is tho way 
in which I understand Mr, Lubbo's 
letter. 

Alderman Stewart: I beg to move, 
Mr. Mayor, that this letter bo re- 
ceived and laid upon tho table, to ho 
taken up at a special meeting of tho 
council which shall be summoned for 
that especial purpose. Wo intend, if 
I understand the matter correctly, to 
discuss the rates and water regulations 
at an early dato and probably in the 
course of tho present week, and It 
seems to mo that this proposition 
might well bo taken up at the same 
time.

Association Last Night- 
Report Adopted 



At tho annual meeting of the Vic- 
toria Horticultural Association, which 
was held last evening at tho Y. M. C. 
A; rooms, it was decided that the roso 
.and tho regular flower shows should 
be held on the 25th of June and tho 
11th and 12th of August respectively. 
There was a large attendance and tho 
president, W. F; Burton, occupied tho 
chair. 

Annual Report 

Tlie annual report" was submitted 
and adopted unanimously. It follows; 

The otlicers and board of directors, 
in submitting their seventh annual re- 
port and statement of accounts, de- 
sire to congratulate the members of 
the society on the success achieved 
during the past year,' a year which, 011 
account of the dryness of the season 
and the limited water supply, was tho 
worst the exhibitor could well experi- 
ence. Owing to this shortness in the 
water supply, through which many > of 
our gardens severely suffered, It was a 
matter of grave doubt as to whether 
or not our shows, the summer one at 
least, would prove a success, and it 
was only tho night before the show- 
that there was any hope of there be- 
ing a good display. 

On tlie 19th of June, tho an- 
nual rose show was held In the As- 
sembly rooms, and for tho second time 
we were able to meet all liabilities 
from the receipts for the day. There 
was a large number of exhibits and 
many good blooms were shown. To 
set a date for tho roso show to suit all 
would be Impossible in 1907 It was too 
late for many, while last year it was 
too early. Tho date for this year's 
show has <boon fixed for the £5th of 
June, a week later than last year, and 
it is hoped that with a little attention 
on tho part of the growers, that date 
will prove a convenient one. 

The summer show was again held In 
the drill ball, on the 11th and 12th of 
iVugu'st, and from a floral point of view 
surpassed any show heretofore held by 
the society. The rain, which com- 
menced early in th<() morning and last- 
ed w.ell into the afternoon, considerably 
nterfcred with the first day's attend- 
nce, the takings for which were far 
ess than for tlie corresponding day of 
the previous year's show. But it la 
gratifying to note that tho attendance 
getting larger, as for the two days 
more attended than at any former 
time. 

From year to year there have been 
both an increase in tho number and 
an improvement in the quality of tho 
exhibit:*, and it Is safe to say that the 
xhlbitu as last year's show, particu- 
i'rly those lA tho cut flower divisions, 
were superior to any ever exhibited 
here. It is to bo regretted that there 
ert; not more exhibits in the classes 
for potted plants, but the directors an- 
clpate a better showing this year. 
The dinner table decorations again 
proved a highly Interesting featuro of 
the show, tho number of entries In this 
competition being more than at any 
ther time, and In consequence of this 
the directors have decided to award an 
xtra prize this year. 

During the year a number of new 
members joined the society, but 
through non-payment of subscriptions 
number have lapsed, so that the 
embership for last year remains 
bout the same as In 1907. The dlrec- 
rs would again urge on those Inter- 
ted in the work of tho society the de- 
sirability of procuring new members 

By being affiliated w'tb tho Royal 
Horticultural society, we get two 
copies of their horticultural journal. 
These books contain a vast amount of 
very useful information, and any mem- 
bers desiring to borrow a copy at any 
time may do so on application to the 
secretary. 

The directors again desire to record 
the debt of gratitude they owe to those 
ladies and gentlemen for tlie services 
they rendered the society on the oc- 
casion of both their shows, and to tho 
press for many kindnesses.

OAK BAY'S WESTERN 
BOUNDARY UNCERTAIN 

Difference of Opinion Among 
Victoria Solons and Adja- 
cent Municipality 



Just what can be defined as tho 
western boundary of Oak Bay muni- 
cipality is a question that Is puzzling 
the minds of the solons of that district. 
Up to within a few weeks ago It was 
the general opinion that an imaginary 
line running along the centre of Foul 
Bay road from Oak Bay avenue to 
Cadboro Bay road (Kort street) was 
the point which marked the eastern 
extremity of Victoria and the western 
"outposts" of Oak Bay. Recent devel 
opmonts, however, have shown that 
there is some difference of opinion on 
that score, and ponding the reaching 
of a decision, there are somo public 
works of importance that will have to 
remain in abeyance, as of course tho 
neighboring municipality Is reluctant 
to undertake the expenditure believ- 
ing that It is incumbent on tho city 
while the latter, equally naturally, 
take a similar position. 

There is no unfriendly dispute as far 
as can be gathered. Both parties, ap- 
parently, are willing to abide by tho 
outcome of an investigation that doubt 
loss will be inaugurated In the near 
future. It Is pointed out that the 
disclosure of such a "deadlock" em- 
phasizes the necessity for the prepara 
tion of an official map of Oak Bay- 
something that was agitated by Coun- 
cillor Newton and others and which, 
it is believed, is being arranged for 
gradually, it being Impossible to as- 
semble all the needed information at 
a moment's notice. The report is cur- 
rent that it will be found that more 
changes than now are evident will bo 
imperative, in fact it is said that tho 
boundary, is not absolutely accurate at 
several points and that a general ad- 
justment, along somewhat the same 
lines as was Instituted in Victoria 
West, will have to be adopted.

Rev. Dr. McLaren, of Toronto, the 
general secretary of the Home Mission 
Board of tho Presbyterian church in 
Canada, met tho members of the In- 
terdenominational committee, which 
has charge of tlie Interests of the Lay- 
men's Missionary Movement in this 
city at tea in the Y.MC.A. auditorium 
last evening at li:30 o'clock. Tho fol- 
lowing laymen wero present: Messrs. 
J. L. Bockwlth, chairman, K. Paynes 
Reed, D. Fmser, R, S. Day, J. T. Dovllle 
Martin, R. (',. Howell, Mr. Clark, A. T. 
Frampton nnd A. J. Brace. Clergymen 
present wore: Bishop Perrin, Rev. 
Messrs. W. Leslie Clay. J. Campbell, 
D.D., Jos. McCoy, T. E. Holling, D. 
MacRae, S. J. Thompson, A. E. 
Roberts, O. P. B. Kinney, T. W. Glad- 
stone, H. A. Carson and Christopher 
Burnett. 

After tea, Rev. Dr. McLaren dwelt 
upon the unusual Importance of the 
great national missionary congress 
which will open in Massey hall in 
the city 01' Toronto, March 31st, and 
appealed to the people of this city 
through their representatives at. this 
meeting to send to tho momentous 
congress a deputation which would be 
both strong in numbers and enthu- 
siastic in spirit. 

He further explained that it had 
been decided to allot one hundred to 
the representation of the greater west, 
extending from Winnipeg to the Pacific 
ocean. 

Several gentlemen who spoke upon 
this issue agreed in urging that at 
the very least ten delegates should he 
sent to Toronto from tlu city of Vic- 
toria, while It was remarked that inas- 
much as Mr. David Spencer bad been 
cbonen to II 1 1 tho office of vice president 
of the L.M.M. In this city, it was both 
probable and fitting that he should be 
placed upon this special delegation. 
(Applause.) 

Finally a committee was named to 
take up nt once the task of canvassing 
the various denominations in the city, 
and completing tho arrangements for 
a suitable delegation. This committee 
consists of the following gentlemen: 
Messrs. H. S. Grotty, representing the 
Church of England; R. S. Day, the Re- 
formed Episcopal church; A. J. Brace, 
the Methodist church; It. CI. Howell, 
the Presbyterian; J. L. Beckwith, the 
Baptist, and 7,'E. Andrews, tho Con- 
gregational. It will meet at 5 o'clock 
tomorrow, Wednesday, afternoon to 
take further stops towards tho selec- 
tion of theso debates. 

Upon the conclusion of this business 
Rev. Dr. McLaren met the members of 
the various denominational L.M.M. 
committees, some thirty-live In num- 
ber, to whom he outlined the work 
which has been accomplished In pro- 
moting the movement since last fall, 
when the conference was held in this 
city, and stated that as the direct re- 
sult of tills great campaign and of the 
large amount of money that had been 
secured for these purposes as well 
as of the impetus that in consequence, 
of these strenuous efforts had been 
imparted to foreign missionary work, 
their friends In the United States had 
mapped out a similar campaign which 
would terminate nt a later period In 
the year In an enormous gathering In 
Chicago, hence it was evident that the 
movement had every prospect of be- 
coming both continental and world- 
wide. 

He further congratulated the de- 
nominations which were represented in 
this city upon having the foreslgnt to 
combine tho foreign and the home 
missionary movements, while he as- 
cribed the higher religious tone which 
undoubtedly characterized the coloni- 
zation of The Canadian West as com- 
pared with the great American West 
to the fact that the various denomi- 
nations in Canada had successfully 
grappled with a confessedly very dif- 
ficult situation, 

During the general discussion which 
followed this address, tho hope was 
expressed that a sufficient number of 
this city's business men would feel 
impelled to attend tho Massey hall 
congress, and at the snrnd time pay 
their own expenses, and to do so not 
only with tho view of assisting In this 
important work, but also for the. sdkj) 
of the Inspiration that must necessarily 
result from their presence at this 
unique congrosJg. 

Bishop Perrin warmly commended 
the movement nnd expressed his [itrong 
hope that, this city-would lie com- 
pletely and properly rOpresontlia at

That somo of the local theatres aro 
not adequately provided with exits and 
tho aisles are too narrow, thus en- 
dangering the lives of thoso who at- 
tend tho performances, should any 
lire or panic break out is tho opinion 
of D. W. Higgins who, in a lengthy 
communication to the city council, 
called upon that body to mnko an In- 
vestigation • and insist that more ade- 
quate protection be afforded to tho 
public. 

At last night's meeting of tho city 
council Mr. Higgins' communication 
camo up for consideration. He en- 
closed a newspaper clipping telling of 
tho recent IioIocuubo at Acapulco, 
Mexico, in which over 300 persons 
perished, through tho panic following 
tho explosion of a moving picture ma- 
chine. Mr, Higgins pointed out that 
a theatre Is regarded by insuranco 
men as an extra hazardous risk under 
tlie most favorable circumstances but 
the risk ia increased when a machine 
Is located across the main entrance. 
Somotimes, through no fault of the 
operator, an explosion may occur and 
a panic may result. Mr. Higgins feared 
that the condition of some of the lo- 
cal theatres are not such as to insure 
the safety of the public. Tho exits aro 
too few and the aisles too narrow and 
under ordinary circumstances tho 
aisles are blocked when the show is 
ended and progress is always slow. 
Ho did not specify any of the five 
theatres in tho city but stated that 
in his opinion nono is faultless. ' Ho 
called upon the council to Institute an 
inquiry and if found necessary to tako 
immediate action for the protection of 
the thcatro-golng public. Ho pointed 
out that in Vancouver tw\o of tho 
smaller theatres .havo sido exits 
through which twenty persons max 
walk abreast and the houses, In cases 
of emergency, can be emptied in half 
a minute. Mr. Higgins' communication 
will be referred to the building in- 
spector and fire chief who will mako 
an inspection of tho city theatres and 
submit a report to tho council. 
Will Voto on Bylaw. 

The ratepayers of the city will havo 
an opportunity of passing upon tho 
proposition recently made by tho B. C. 
Electric company whereby the city was 
to agree not to exorcise any right it 
unay have to enter into competition 
in the supply of electricity for lighting 
and power purposes but instead, before 
it exercised such right, it should first 
make an offer to buy out the company 
and if such offer were refused to havo 
the value of the company's holdings 
decided by arbitration and the flguro 
determined to be offered tho company. 
In case tho company refused to ac- 
cept this figure then the city was to 
have the right to go into the power 
business for Itself. In return for tho 
city's agreeing not to enter into com- 
petition unless under tho above con- 
ditions tho company stipulated to go 
ahead With .the development of tho 
Jordan river scheme, spend $250,000 on 
the plant there within three years and 
supply power at tho electric light 
station of tho city to any amount tho 
city might require at one-half the pre- 
sent cost to the city of generating Its 
lighting power. Ten thousand horse 
power was to be produced at the Jor- 
dan river plant and the company guar- 
anteed to .take 1,000 continuous horse 
power from the city should the city 
ever be in a position to produce its 
own power. The agreement was to 
continue for the balance of tho time 
the company's charter has to run. 

Two meetings were held by the 
council at which the company's pro- 
position was considered and on tho 
advice of the city barrister It was de- 
cided to submit the matter to the rate- 
payers. 

Mr. Goward's Letter. 

At last night's council meeting the 
following communication from A. T. 
Goward, local manager of the B. C. 
Electric company, was read: 

Dear Sirs. — Referring to the conver- 
sation which I had with the Mayor on 
the 18th instant, when he Informed 
me that the Council had been advised 
that before they could pass the reso- 
lution which we have been discussing, 
a by-law would have to be submitted 
under the provisions of Section G4 of 
tho "Municipal Clauses Act," I beg to 
call your attention to the fact that the 
proposed resolution is not a proposi- 
tion to grant to our company any par- 
ticular privilege, immunity or exemp- 
tion, or to glvo a bonus, or to omit 
any tax; in fact, the Council are asked 
not to make a grant of any sort. 

If the protection which wo ask for 
Is given to us, It will be a direct act 
of the Legislature. AIT wo ask tho 
Council to do is to pass a resolution 
stating that it is their opinion that if 
such a grant is made by tho Legisla- 
ture, it will be in the Interest of the, 
residents of Victoria. Instead of it 
being necessary to submit a bylaw 
under Section 64, It will not bo pos- 
sible for tho Council to submit a by- 
law on the subject on which we ask 
you to pass a resolution for the reason 
as I havo stated above, that the cor- 
poration was not doing or proposing to 
do anything themselves; Uiey aro 
merely saying that if tho Legislature 
undertook this particular amendment 
of tho "Municipal Clauses Act," they 
would not, as tho Municipal Council of 
tho City of Victoria, deem It necessary 
In the interest of the citizens to op- 
pose the legislation, 

I may point out In concision, that 
tho resolution can do no harm in any 
event. If it goes beyond the powers 
of the Council under tho "Municipal 
Act," tho Corporation will not bo 
bound. If, as I am advised, you havo 
the power to pass it, tho result, which 
I understand you are desirlous of uc- 
obedient servant,

Will Submit Moasuro 
Alderman Turner stated that in his 
opinion tho council had practically set- 
tled tho matter, that It had been do- 
cidod to submit a bylaw to the pcoplo. 
The city solicitor should bo instructed 
to prepare tho bylaw at oncf) so that 
the measure^ could be submitted to tho 
ratepayers at tho earliest possible mo- 
ment. The company, ho felt, did not 
claim that the city has no right to sub- 
mit tho bylaw but. that it is not neces- 
sary to do so. 

Alderman Stewart pointed out that it 
would bo bettor lo prepare tho bylaw 
and tho company and tho council can 
then got together and come to terms 
If tho measuro passes. This' step will 
bo taken and tho company so notified.

Juvenile Delinquents' Court 
The following communication rela- 
tive to tho establishment of a juvenile 
delinquents' court, was received from 
Mrs. Octavle Cooper, president of tho 
Local Council of Women of Victoria 
and Vancouver island, and hold over 
until the civic estimates aro consid- 
ered: 

Gentlemen, — In compliance 1 with your 
request 1 beg respectfully to lay beforo 
you tho matter about which you were 
good enough to receive a deputation 
Uast Monday, viz., the giving of tho 
proper facilities for the duo carrying 
out of the "Act Respecting Juvenile 
Delinquents," (7-8 Ed. vll. chap 40), In 
the city of Victoria (vide section 35). 
Tho need for a Juvenile delinquents 
court was forcibly placed beforo you on 
Monday last, by Mr. Jay, city magis- 
trate, and chairman of the school 
trustee.-,. Trustee Mrs. Jenkins, His 
Lordship tho Bishop of Columbia, tho 
Rev. C. E. Cooper, chairman of tho 
committee of the Anglican synod on 
moral and social reform, therefore I 
will not weary you with a repetition 
thereof. Tho sum of money named, 
$3,000, was merely a rough estimate, 
the chief expenso would be in the De- 
tention Home and in the salary of tho 
probation 
24-28), but 

would rest with you. The chief ad 
vantage of a juvenile court seem to 
me to consist In this: (i) Thai the 
judge has extended powers beyond 
those of an ordinary magistrate and 
does in fact become the guardian of 
the child; and (2) The institution of 
a probation officer, who will be able 
to visit tho homes of the delinquents 
and who should. be the children's best 
friend. I will conclude by quoting from 
a letter I havo received from Mrs. 
Gordon Grant, the officer of the Chil- 
dren's Aid society 1 : ' She says the facts 
brought out In. the recent trial of two 
small boys have emphasized the need 
which the Children's Aid society has 
felt in their work for some time, viz., 
"that tho establishment of a juvenllo 
court is necessary if we are to protect 
the children and mako of them good 
citlzei.s, otherwlso many aro likely to 
become criminals through lack of 
helpful Influence." "If the work of 
the Children's Aid I have found In my 
capacity of officer that by getting in 
touch with tho parents and homes, a 
great deal has been accomplished but 
on account of our limited powers wo 
could not do all we desired to do. If 
how<ver we could secure the establish- 
ment of a children's court with a 
house of detention, etc., we would save 
the boys and girls who are drifting into 
waywardness for want of proper re- 
straint nt homo and the helpful In- 
fluence they need in their lives." This 
is valuable testimony from a person of 
Mrs. Gordon Grant's experience.

Says It's a Hold-Up. 
That there is a combination among 
the painters of tho city, who, ho de- 
clared, are simply holding up the city, 
was the opinion, emphatically ex- 
pressed by Alderman Stewart, when 
tenders for the painting of somo of 
tho fire apparatus were opened. Tend- 
ers for tho painting of chemicals, hose 
reels, hook and ladder and combina- 
tion chemical and hose reel were ro- 
clved from Brayshaw Company, John 
Meston, Grimm and Company and P. 
Dempster. In each case the figures 
quoted were Identical, a circumstance 
which led Alderman Stewart to de- 
clare that there was a combination to 
keep prices up. 

"It is altogether too thin. That four 
tenders could bo put in and in each 
case tho figures bo exactly tho same, 
without tho tenderers gottlng together 
is an impossibility. It is just tho same 
old game of hold-up. Throw them all 
out and call for new tenders." 

Aldermnn Stewart's advice was taken 
and it is likely that tho city will em- 
ploy a painter to do what over neces- 
sary work there Is to bo done. 

Tenders for lumber and paving 
blocks wore also opened and referred 
to the city purchasing agent, tho city 
engineer and tho mayor to award tho 
contract. Tho tenders wero as fol- 
lows: Cameron Lumber company, 
lumber, from $11.50 to $25 according io 
sizes; paving blocks, $10.50, $11.50 and 
$13.50, according to sizes. 

Shawnigan Lake Lumber company: 
Lumber, $10 to $25. No tender for 
'blocks; 

J. A. Sayward: Lumber, $10 to $25. 
Paving blocks, $8.75, $10 and $12.00. 

James Leigh & Sons: Lumber, $14 
to $20.

Object to Amendments 

The report of the committee on 
legislation was adopted as follows:

The Amendments 
Tho proposed amendments objected 
to by tho committee and referred to in 
tho above report wero as follows:

THE COAST CITIES. 

A few days ago we had a reference 
to the population of Victoria and vicin- 
ity as estimated by the compilers of 
the last directory. The growth shown 
was highly satisfactory, but it is only 
in keeping with what is going on in 
the other coast cities of British Col 
umbin. Very naturally Vancouver takes 
the leao. It has grown remarkably 
and must continue to increase in 
population and wealth at oven a greater 
rate in tho future than bus marked the 
past. The position of that city in re 
sp'ect to railways is exceptionally ad 
vantageous. We onay have our own 
views of what Victoria may expect in 
the course of time, but at present wo 
freely concede that Vancouver stands 
in a class by itself, and that neither 
Seattle nor Tacoma can be compared 
with it. The Canadian Pacific, tho 
Canadian Northern, the Grand Trunk 
Pacific, the Great Northern and tho 
Northern Pacific are railways which 
either now contribute to the Import- 
ance of Vancouver, as a railway centre 
or will contribute to it In the near fu- 
ture. We venture the prediction that 
within seven years that city will have 
a population of at least 200,000. New 
Westminster must share in the pros- 
perity, which will make her neighbor 
so great. It is not easy to say what 
the Royal City on the Fraser may not 
expect with confidence, what with the 
numerous railways that will reach it 
and the development of the splendid 
agricultural region of which it is na- 
turally the. headquarters; but that it 
will' be a' growing and prosperous city 
is beyond tho shadow of a doubt. 
There is a very hopeful future before 
Nanaimo, and that city is already feel- 
ing the pulse of a new life. This is 
gratifying in the highest degree. Na- 
naimo, like New Westminster, will 
pass, into tho list of cities requiring 
live figures to express their popula- 
tion .within seven years, unless all 
signs fail. As for Victoria, we havo 
the 100,000 mark set for not many 
years away. In view of all the factors, 
which will aid in building up a city 
here, we feel confident that when Van- 
couver turns the 200,000 mark, Vic- 
toria will turn the 100,000 mark. 

In view of the considerations, which 
justify the foregoing anticipations, 
surely this Is no time for sectional 
jealousies to influence the coast cities 
of British Columbia. We can afford 
to be helpful to each other. We can 
afford to consider each other's inter- 
ests. We can afford to take a generous 
and broad-minded view of all questions 
affecting provincial development. 
Speaking as a Victoria newspaper, 
the Colonist expresses its conviction 
that the prosperity of the other Coast 
cities will contribute to the prosperity 
of tlifs city. ' We regard, not only with 
equanimity but ' with the liveliest sat- 
isfaction, the prospect that there, will 
bo a rapidly progressing city at Prince 
iiupert. AVe take pleasure in the be- 
lief that there will be an important 
town at Alberni and one somewhere 
at the north of this Island. All these 
things mean much for Victoria. In- 
deed the progress of each town or city 
means much for the progress of every 
other town or city. That is tho spirit 
in which we have always approached 
the discussion of development projects, 
and it is the spirit which will govern 
our treatment of them In the future 



THE MONROE DOCTRINE. 

A correspondent writes us a letter in 
regard to the Monroe Doctrine. AVo 
suppose that nothing is more misun- 
derstood than this so-called "doctrine," 
and it may bo well to state briefly 
what it is. It Is based upon President 
Monroe's Message to Congress in 1823 
and rests upon two passages in that 
document. One of these maintains that 
"tho American continents, by the free 
and independent conditions which they 
have assumed and maintained, aro 
henceforth not to be considered as 
subjects for future colonization by 
any European power." The other was 
a notification to certain European 
powers that the United States "would 
consider any attempt to extend their 
system to any part of this hemisphere 
as dangerous to our peace and safety," 
and then, after declaring that there 
was no intention of interfering with 
the possessions of any European pow- 
ers in America, tho Message went on 
to speak of certain countries that had 
recently declared their independence 
of Europe and added: "We could not 
view any Interposition for the pur- 
pose of oppressing them or In any 
other manner controlling thorn than as 
a manifestation of an unfriendly dis- 
position towards the United States." 
The first declaration arose out or an 
ittempt on the' part of Russia to ex- 
clude settlers from tho Pacific Coast 
north of the 51st parallel, that is, 
north of Queen Charlotte Sound; the 
second had its origin in a probable at- 
tempt on the part of certain of the 
European powers to coerce in some, way 
and perhaps absorb territorially tho 
Spanish-American, republics which had 
then lately declared their independence. 
Both declaration met with the hearty 
support of the British government, 
and tho latter one was directly sug- 
gested by the British Prime Minister. 
Our correspondent is quite correct in 
saying that the Monroe Doctrine has 
no reference to Canada, the possessions 
of Britain in America being excluded 
by 'the language employed by Presi- 
dent Monroe from the operation of tho 
principles enunciated 1 by lilnl. 

A number of the children of tho 
city are favoring us with communica- 
tions on the question of how beat to 
improve and beautify Victoria. Wo 
are very glad Indeed to receive such 
letters. Some of the Ideas which are 
advanced are excellent.

VANCOUVER ISLAND AND 
R A I L W A Y DEVELOPMENT 



(Charles II. Lugrtn) 



Tho globe-encircling tour of the 
United States battleship fleet lias 
ended and the ships are again at an- 
chor in their Atlantic coast port. The 
cruise lias been a remarkable one in 
many respects, and, judged from every 
standpoint, must be conceded to havo 
been a success. To have sent such a 
fleet over so many thousands of miles 
without a mishap of any moment to Shaughnessy, 
any of them and with but only a few 
minor accidents to the members of the 
crows, is quite a notable achievement. 
Tho United States navy has gained 
tremendously in prestige from tho 
cruise and Its ollicers and crows havo 
had an experience which Is Invalu- 
able and which they cou! . have ob- 
tained in no other way. 



Mr. Morse Davis, a mining engineer 
of New York, is enthusiastic about the 
resources of Queen Charlotte Islands 
and. particularly of their mineral pos- 
sibilities. Ho thinks that the develop- 
ment of the group is being retarded by 
lack of adequate transportation fa- 
cilities This disability, which is no 
doubt a very serious one, will, we think, 
be overcome shortly to a very large ex- 
tent.

COMMANDER SPAIN 

• The many friends of Commander 
Spain, whose mother and some other 
relatives reside in A'ictorla, learned 
with very great regret of his resigna- 
tion from the Department of .Murine 
and Fisheries. He was an exceedingly 
elliclcnt officer, and although, in view 
of his inability to explain even to Ills

He knows quite well that the 
object of the citizens of Victoria, in 
asking for the appointment of a com- 
mission to select the University site, 
was to secure the best results and to 
remove this very important question 
out of the political field. It would be 
an unfortunate thing for the educa- 
tional' system of British Columbia if 
the location of the University, and all 
that is implied therein, depended up- 
on whether the members for Victoria 
or those from A r ancouver had tho 
strongest political "pull." 



Some time ago 1 promised the Board 
of Trade to collate such Information 
as I had at my command concerning 
Vancouver Island In its relation to 
railway development, and this urticle 
and tnose that will follow it are writ- 
ten partly in fulfilment of that prom- 
ise. 1 am also influenced by tho 
fact that a period uf railway develop- 
ment on a largu scale seems at hand, 
and It appears fitting that those, who 
may be able to do so, should contrl 
biite what they can to bringing this 
Island prominently, forward in this 
connection, i have chosen the medium 
of a scries of signed articles in pref- 
erence to treating the matter anony- 
mously in editorials; for several reas- 
ons; and among them are the greater 
freedom of discussion which Is possible 
when a writer assumes personally tho 
responsibility of what he says, and the 
fact that in treating such a subject it Is 
almost Impossible to avoid expressions 
of the writer's personal observations 
and opinions and these are always out 
of place in editorials. I shall be 
glad if those, who may read these ar- 
ticles and find any inaccuracies in them 
or desire to add anything to them, will 
let me. know, so that when tho series 
is llnished it may be as complete, as 
possible. 

It is often said In Victoria, when the 
railway development of the Island Is 
proposed as a topic of discussion, that 
we ought to wait until the great rail- 
wuy companies become interested bo- 
fore we make any effort to bring 
about action. My experience, and I 
have had very considerable along that 
line, is that this position is not well 
taken. I have discussed Vancouver Is- 
land, its resources and the ways and 
means of developing them by railways, 
with many persons, and I have found 
no more appreciative listeners to what 
1 have had to say than Sir Thomas 
Mr C. M. Hays, Mr. 
William Mackenzie and Mr. D. D. 
Mann. Such men as those need all the 
information that local people can give 
them, not so much to enable them to 
carry out plans which they have form- 
ed, but to assist them in reaching the 
best conclusions as to what plans 
they should form, ft would be easy 
to cite illustrations, but it can hardl;, 
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bo necessary to do so. Suffice it to 
say that it is exceedingly unreasonable 
to expect the heads or groat transpor- 
tation companies, having Interests 
spread over half a continent, to be fa- 
miliar with tho details of every part 
of such, a vast domain. I hope, there- 
fore, that If I succeed in presenting 
in this series of articles a fairly com- 
prehensive statement of the resources 
and advantages of Vancouver Island 
from a transportation standpoint, the 
compilation may prove of some little 
value. It will be necessary In order 
to tho completeness of the series to 
say some things which most Colonist 
readers already know. 



The announcement that extensive 
additions are to be made to the Al- 
goma steel plant at the Canadian Sault 
is a very gratifying bit of news. Tho 
iron ore deposits of the Dominion will 
thus bo developed to a greater extent 
than in the past, and with the growth 
of the industry consequent upon tho 
rapid development of Western Canada, 
attention will ultimately be directed to 
those which exist on Vancouver Is- 
land.

in most cities of any size through- 
out tho world zoological gardens are 
a feature in tlx: public parks. At 
Beacon Hill park for a number of 
years we have maintained nn excuse 
for a "Zoo," and periodically com- 
plaints aro made by citizens that tho 
arrangements for the proper care and 
attention of the specimens of animal 
and bird life are so crude that the 
wliolo thing ought to bo done away 
with. The Parks Board at its meeting 
on AVcdnesday evening dealt with a 
communication lodging a complaint of 
this sort, and Mr. Arbuthnot, remark- 
ed that if the animals were to be re- 
tained they ought to be properlv car- 
ed for. That Is the point exactly. 
Surely it is not beyond the capacity 
or a city the size of Victoria to main- 
tain a feature of tills sort in Its pub- 
lic park on the same lines as In other 
cities, which have demonstrated that 
it Is possible to keep animals and 
birds in confinement and at tho same 
lime make them comfortable and their 
cages attractive to those who go to 
look at them.

The Whole Island Accessible 

Vancouver Island has an estimated 
area of 15,000 squaro.miles, but In this 
are included the numerous small is- 
lands lying near oil ts shore, which, 
however, aro to all intents and pur- 
poses a part of the main Island. Its 
dimensions are as follow: 

From north to south, that is from 
Cape Commerell to tho Race Is, ac- 
cording to the Admiralty chart. 230 
geographical miles, or approximately 
270 statute miles The greatest width 
of the Island is ffom Estevau Point on 
the west coast to Chatham Point on 
the east coast, and it is 86 statute 
miles. The least width is be- 
tween Rupert Arm of Quatsino Sound 
on the west and Hardy Bay on the 
east, and Is under 9. miles. The cir- 
cuit of the Island is approximately 5.10 
statute miles, but so deeply Is the 
coast Indented by arms of the sea, and 
so numerous nro the Islands, which, as 
has been said above, substantially 
form a part of the main Island, that 
the coast line, measured by all its 
slnuousltles and around the minor Is- 
lands, is 7,000 miles long, of which 
3-7ths'aro on the AVest Coast. The in- 
dentations are such that it has been 
said by Mr, AA r . ,T. Sutton, probably the 
best general authority In regard to mat- 
ters relating to the Island and whose 
figures for tho coast line I have just 
quoted, that no part of It is more than 20 
miles from the sea. Of these Inden- 
tions tho principal arc: Barkloy 
Sound and its prolongation, Alberni 
Canal; the Muchalat Arm and Tlupana 
Arm, which are extensions of Nootka 
Sound; Zeballos Arm and Espinosa 
Inlet, which are extensions of Esperan- 
y.a. Inlet; Taslilsh Arm and Kokeshittle 
Arm, which are extensions of Kyuquot 
Sound; Quatsino Sound, with its throe 
branches, namely, the South Arm. Ru- 
pert Arm and AVest Arm; and Saanlch 
Arm, with its ' extension known 
as Flnlayson Inlet. There aro 
many others, and in addition numer- 
ous harbors, but these will bo consid- 
ered later, the object at present being 
to give a general idea of the topo- 
graphy of the Island. Speaking gen- 
erally, the AVest Coast Is rugged and 
mountainous, the Fast Coast having a 
more gradual slope towards the water. 
Tho mountain range, which forms the 
backbone of the Island, lies nearer the 
AVest Coast than the East Coast, 
sending out spurs to the former. It Is 
by no moans of uniform altitude. Some 
of the principal elevations may be 
given: Tho conspicuous peak visible 
from Victoria over the Sooko Hills Is 
2.1SS feet high; Mount Provost, near 
Duncan, 2.G37 feet; Mount Benson, near 
Nanaimo, 3,366 feet; Mount Morlarlty, 
due west of Nanaimo about 20 miles, 
5485 feet; Mount Arrowsmlth, south 
ot Cameron Lake, 5,070; the' highest 
point In the Beaufort Range, 5,420 feet; 
a range about 20 miles west of Comox 
averaging from 15,000 to 7,000 feet; 
Crown Mountain, near the northwest- 
ern corner of the E. & N. Railway 
hinds, (l,0S2 feet; Victoria Peak about 
20 miles northwest of Crown Moun- 
tain, 7,484 feet; Mount Karmutzen, 
near the Lake of the same name, 5,500 
feet; Twin Peaks, about 15 miles 
southwest of Port McNeil, 4,520 and 
4,030 feet respectively; Garibaldi Peak, 
4,110; Snow Saddle, 4,150, and several 
other peaks ranging from 3,000 to 
4,999 feet around the head of the arms 
of Kyuquot Sound; an unnamed peak 
near Zeballos Arm, 5,795; Corunna 
Peak, 4.SS7, and several peaks on either 
side of Canton Gorge, reached from 
Nootka Sound, varying from 4,400 to 
5,000 feet; several peaks near Mu- 
chalat Arm ranging from 2,000 to 4,895 
feet; an unnamed peak at "the head of 
Herbert Arm, 4,500 feet, and one, near 
Bedwell Sound, 4,400 feet, tho peaks 
along Alberni Canal which vary from 
2,000 to 3,500 feet; the Mouse Cone, 
northwest of northeast of Carmiuiah, 
2,500 feet, and others, These eleva- 
tions are taken from the Admiralty 
chart.

Engineer, Thos. Smith; Asst. Engin- 
eer, , Thos. Gallagher; Carpenter, Mr. 
Holland. Tho officers of the boat have 
placed, us under obligation for flies.

DEBATE ON THE BUDGET 



Ir, Henderson (Yale) Slated 
Financial and Railway 
Policy 



• In this wonderful centenary year 
the circumstance, which has more than 
a merely literary Interest, may be 
worth recording that Tuesday was the 
two hundredth anniversary of the re- 
lease of Alexander Selkirk, tho proto- 
type "of "Robinson Crusoe," froru his 
lonely exile ._pn Juan Fernandez, on 
which, owing to a quarrel with his 
captain, as has been recorded, he was 
at his own request put ashore in 1703, 
and taken off when Dumpier touched 
.at the island on February 2, 1709. 
"There can be no doubt that to tho 
story of Selkirk," Mr. Austin Dobson 
has written, "Defoe was Indebted for 
the germ of the remarkable book he 
Issued in 1719," and certainly no man 
In the entire history of literature ever 
devised at the age of fifty-nine a 
more splendid masterpiece of imagin- 
ative literature. 

, The founder of tho Late Lord Bur- 
ton's family was, says the Westmin- 
ster, Gazette, Mr. William Bass. Ho 
was born in 1717, and sixty years after 
wards purchased a house at Burton, 
together with some land, and erected 
the nucleus of what eventually be- 
came the colossal brewing business 
now so well known. He made money 
and died In 1787/ -He was succeeded 
by Michael Thomas Bass, of Burton 
Whotcarriod on ,the»brewejy .with equal 
sucdess,'a«d"the" ! late Poor^vas^his son. 
Lord Burton was educated at Harrow 
and at Trinity College, Cambridge, 
As Mr. Michael Arthur. Bass .the' late 
Peer sat in Parliament mainly for 
the paternal county.' He was made. a 
baronet first, and reached tho Upper 
House in 1886. : >_•<.'' 

Before the late Lord Burton was 
created a Peer, and while he was sit- 
ting as Liberal member for Derby in 
tho . House of Commons, Bass's beer, 
was, says the Dally Chronicle, "boom 
ed" by two unparalleled and unprece- 
dented testimonials. One was from 
tho Prime Minister, Mr. Gladstone, 
who declared In the course of a Bud 
get speech that It was a drink fit for 
the banquets of the gods In Olympus. 
The other was from the King (at that 
time Prince of Wales), when tho whole 
nation was watching for the Issue of 
tho attack of typhoid fever that had 
brought him to death's door. Then 
the , news came that the crisis was 
safely passed, and that one of the first 
signs of returning vitality given by 
the Princo was to ask feebly for a 
bottle of •'Bass." 



BRITISH OPINION 



' The Morning Post says: — It is some 
times said that the attitude of the 
Unionists towards Ireland is confined 
to opposition to Homo Rule, and that 
the party is destitute of any policy or 
""programme which can serve to meet 
Ir,ish needs and promote Irish interests, 
Hostile critics perhaps forget that the 
most important step towards a peace 
ful solution of tho land question was 
taken by the Act passed by Mr. Wynd- 
ham in 1903; that it was a Unionist 
Government which created the Con- 
gested Districts Board to relieve and 
mitigate the destitution and poverty 
in the West of Ireland, and which es- 
tablished tho Department of Agricul- 
ture and Technical Instruction, to as- 
sist the main industry of tho country, 
and to give adequate support to tho 
schemes of agricultural co-operation 
and progressive self-help initiated by 
Sir Horace Plunkett. It is tho fashion 
for Nationalists and their Liberal al- 
lies to pretend that Ireland has during 
tho last two decades of Unionist rule 
rapidly deteriorated in health and 
strength. 'For some time sweeping 
generalizations of this character were 
widely accepted, but of late a system- 
atic attempt has been made to collect 
statistics relating to Irish industries 
and trade, and tho published tables 
do not in any way confirm the alarm- 
ing accounts of tho progressive decline 
of Ireland's economic • health. On the 
contrary, it . appears that during tho 
last few years for which reliable fig- 
ures are available the volume of Irish 
trade has grown rapidly, and that tho 
rise in exports Is more pronounced 
than the rise in imports. The rate of 
improvement, moreover, shows a wel- 
qornc upward tendency, which seems 
to indicate that the beneficial effects 
of the constructive tendencies initiated 
under Unionist rule will bo increasing- 
ly folt as time goes on. Unionists, 
however, can feel confident that a re- 
turn to power will enable thorn to ex- 
tend their efforts In promoting the ma- 
terial welfare of tho country. Liberal 
rule In Ireland, as elsewhere, means 
a setting of class against class, and 
a lack of tho stability and confidenco 
among tho community which are es- 
sential to economic prosperity and 
steady progress. \ But tho first con- 
structive policy of tho Unionist party 
Is one that is full of. promise and hope 
for the Irish people. It Is safe to say 
that there Is no part of the United 
Kingdom that stands to gain more 
from a wellrdeslgnod monsuro of tariff 
reform^ than Ireland' does.' 



The' premier repfied effectively to tho 
criticisms of tho government's policy 
regarding -the Prince Rupert townsite 
agreement at yesterday's sitting of the 
legislature,. In answer to a -fierce at- 
tack made by the member for Delta 
upon tho government's choice of wa- 
terfront land In the townsite, as shown 
on the plans submitted to the House, 
tho premier showed that the criticism 
of the opposition was duo to a paucity 
of knowledge of the facts. 

Mr. Oliver took' tho stand that ti spe 
cial map of prince Rupert produced 
by Mr. Carter Cotton for' use during 
tho debate on tho Grand Trunk Pacltic 
bill was a misleading map, drawn for 
tho purpose of defending the policy 
of the administration. •■ Ho said, that 
the map showed part of tho harbor la 
what was marked as government wa- 
terfront land. To this the premier re- 
plied that the part of tho harbor mark- 
et in green was the part, of the fore- 
shore, opposite tho government hold- 
ings that was to bo. conveyed to tho 
province by the Grand Trunk Pacific 
after an agreement had been reached 
by the company with the Dominion 
government. 

The premier moved adjournment of 
the debate, and will probably continue 
his speech today. 

He further announced that the night 
sessions will begin this evening. As 
a rule this part of tho programme 
comes on soon after the bringing down 
of the budget. 

The feature of the opening of the 
sitting was a warm attack on tho gov- 
ernment by Mr. Henderson (Yale) in 
connection with the- budget dobato. 
Debate on Budget, 
The opposition members, said Mr. 
Henderson, were surprised at the tone 
of self-congratulation assumed by the 
minister of finance, and his colleagues 
for the special advantages enjoyed by 
the province. It was claimed that not 
alone tho prosperity of tho country, 
but the richness of tho soil, and the 
mineral and timber wealth were direct 
ly due to the munificent administration 
of the government. The budget 
speech, sounded, said the member for 
Yale, like a talk of a school teacher 
with a benediction at the end. Tho 
conclusion of tho speech was like blank 
verse. He recalled that the poqt Rog- 
ers:, liad • beema .-banker* 'before Jie. was. 
et poet. < ■' '5 1 -" ... .; .',.. i 

Speaking of the finances of the pro- 
vince, Mr. Henderson recalled . tho old 
story of the B. C. Southern railway 
land grants. In March, 1906, he said, 
it had. been brought to the attention 
of. the minister of finance that this 
3,413,124 a,cres of land was absolutely 
free from taxation. Now, in February, 
1909, the government and tho C.P.R. 
had only got as far as arbitration 
proceedings over a sum of .$150,000. 
This should be $1,500,000 Instead. 

Mr. Bowser stated here that there 
were no arbitration proceedings on. 
The railway had been assessed, and 
had appealed to tho court of revision, 
which would meet next month at Nel- 
son. 

Mr. Henderson then stated that ho 
had heard of no attempt to collect 
taxes on Mr. Heinze's holdings in tho 
Kootenay country. 

Mr. Bowser said that this matter 
was before tho courts. 

Mr. Henderson said there was a 
"nigger in the fence" somewhere. If 
there had not been trouble some- 
where the land would have been 
taxed. 

. Mr. Bowser asked whether Mr. Hen- 
derson would suggest that the full 
court of British Columbia were wrong 
in its decision? 

Inscribed Stocks 
With a few parting shots at tho 
railway situation, Mr. Henderson pass- 
ed on to "inscribed stock." He said 
that when he had first sat in the House 
he had retired within himself at the 
first mention of this mysterious mat- 
ter. Latterly, however, becoming 
bolder, ho had ventured to question 
the wisdom of tho government's pol- 
icy. Tho province now owed in round 
numbers ten million dollars. This was 
repayable in London In 1941, and the 
interest was payable annually. In re- 
payment of principal and Interest tho 
province sends over $400,000 every 
year, of which $100,000 is Interest. 
Tho system, said the member for Yale, 
was entirely erroneous and pernicious, 
mil was doing more harm "than even 
tho retention of tho government in 
power." Investment in tho provinco 
of this money would give sixteen mill- 
ion aollais in 1941. Tho loan could 
then be paid off and thero would bo 
a large sum yet for Investment IrtMiiu- 
nlclpal bonds and real estate within 
the . provinco. Ho wanted to know 
why this money was sent to London 
to bo loaned out at 3 per cent. Thero 
was nothing to compel tho provinco to 
do this. 

Mr. Tatlow stated that tho. . pros- 
pectuses of tho loans, made thi,s. im- 
perative. 

Mr. Henderson insisted that this 
need not be dono.. Ho said that bank- 
ers in Great Britain rnuBt be carefully 
handled so that the usual press puffs 
would come out in favor of the gov- 
ernment 'of the day. - * 

Ho said that . the - budget was a : di- 
dactic statement of figures interlarded 
with cheese and eggs at the end. It 
was remarkably similar, he said, to tho 
financial report of a municipality. 
The University Site 
lie was sorry that tho premier had 
slated that Victoria was not to bo 
beautified at tho expense of tho gov- 
ernment. Tho capital city was more 
deserving than any other city in the 
province. In Victoria there was a 
great deal of provincial property as 
woll as the Songhees Indian reserve, 
all freo from taxation. While adding 
to . tho expenses of tho city, the gov- 
ernment mode no effort • to aid Vic- 
toria. Surely the premier owed some- 
thing to the city,, which had placed 
him at tho head of tho polls, over- 
turning a constituency that had for 
years belonged to tho Opposition side 
of tho House. 
"Thoro 1 seems- to be an^-- anxiety -on 
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tho part of tho citizens of Victoria 
that tho choice of tho site of tho pro- 
vincial university should bo loft to a 
commission," said Mr. Henderson. "It 
seems evident that the people of Vic- 
toria have no great faith in the power 
of the premier to resist tho blandish- 
ments of .the attorney-general and tho 
minister of finance. The people of 
Vancouver do not care about tho com- 
mission idea. They are trusting to 
their ministers." 

Then Mr. Henderson came back to 
tho railways. Tho attorney-general, 
he said, had tried to show that the 
government's policy had tended to 
great railway construction. The E. &' 
N., to begin with, had built 24% miles 
Tho C. P. R. had never wanted that 
road until the G. T. P. opened nego- 
tiations for Its purchase. The B'.' C. 
government could not claim any credit 
for the building of the additional mile- 
age, as tho Ottawa government had 
given It a handsome subsidy. 

As for the Great Northern, tho gov- 
ernment had tried In every way to 
stop tho construction of the V., V. & 
E. In tho railway committee at the 
House of Commons in Ottawa only 
two Conservatives had voted for the 
road. Tho construction was carried 
through in spite of every obstruction 
on the part of tho Conservatives. 

Nor could the government claim 
credit for the building of tho 51 miles : 
of the C. P. R. Nicola branch. It had 
quarrelled with the C. P. R. But when: 
the V., V. & E. got a charter tho C. 
P. R. began to build. Certain members 
of the House had written to Sir Wilfrid 
Laurier asking him to withhold the 
subsidy unless the railway began to 
build. 

Again, tho government tried to 
throttle tho Kootenay Central, and had 
succeeded until this road camo into 
the hands of the C.P.R. 

The Fisheries 
Mr. Henderson passed to fisheries. 
The Attorney-General had set out to 
get control of the fisheries of the 
province. As usual, ho began the 
nursing of a new industry by taxing 
it. Ho claimed to have taxed can- 
neries held by Japanese, and stated 
that • these had never been taxed by 
the Dominion. If ho know any law 
ho would know that under the British 
North America Act tho Dominion could 
not lax canneries, 

Mr. Bowser said that the Dominion 
had charged every cannery owned by 
white . men $100. Ho had found 24 
Japanese salterles and taxed them all. 

Mr. Henderson went on to show that 
the taking over of the fisheries would 
add an expense bill r.o the provinco. 
In tho period from 1878 to 1896, when 
there was a Conservative admlnlstra 
tion at!- Ottawa, .the Revenue from 
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^.vjii >; vLii^.ytL, wiu jeveauo irom 
British iCQlumbla'-fislie'rles had. been 
latgeJy in.'ejcdesji of the'Ccxpendl'turcS; 
From 1896 to 1907, however, under 
Liberal, regime, there had been an ex 
cess of 'expenditure over revenue of 
upwards of $225,000 ' borne by the Do- 
minion. 

• Hero Mr. Bowser redd tho Order In 
Council under' which the Dominion 
government undertook to tax canneries, 
Imposing $50 annually. 
Mr. Brewster : " ''Was this collected ?" 
Mr. Bowser: "I am not in control of 
your friends at Ottawa as to whether 
they collect their taxes or not." 

Mr. Henderson: "When it comes 
down to Japanese the Attorney-General 
knows (more about rtheir Internal 
workings and their, secret agreements 
than any other man." 

The Land Question 

The land question was next ^noticed. 
Mr. Henderson did not think the 
speculator should be driven from tho 
province.. The people of this provinco 
were moro speculative than those of 
the other provinces. The British Co- 
lumbia land laws were moro drastic 
than those of the Dominion or the 
othor provlpces. If a man comes here 
and asks for information as to lands, 
he is supposed to go and find the lands 
and then survey them. If ho goes to 
tho Dominon or C.P.R. offices he gets 
his information and his land is sur- 
veyed. Hero ho is charged a dollar an 
acre, while he may get Dominion 
homestead grants for $10. 

"A policeman stands over him with 
a club in this province," said Mr. Hen- 
derson, "to make him leave the lands 
alone and go somewhere else. Thero 
should bo a law making it easier to 
get lands, and the land should bo sur 
veyed. We would then have a larger 
number of settlers coming hero than 
tho finance rnlnister brings by his Sal- 
vation Army methods. ..If this were 
under tho department of tho Attorney- 
General wo would liavo a provincial 
policeman forcing men ontotho land." 

In his peroration, Mr. Henderson ad- 
ministered some severe talk to tho 
government. Tho government, ho said 
was fortunate in many ways. It had 
come In when tho people were tired 
of changes, and it was folt that as It 
had a party behind It It would bo 
responsible. It was returned in 1903 
and again in 1907, and In that nix 
years almost nothing had been done! 
Year In and year out, as far as book- 
keeping went, the business of tho pro- 
vince had been fairly and accurately 
carried on. On the broader questions 
of the management, howevor, thoro 
had boon, too many politicians and too 
few statesmen on tho government 
benches. • The government had had 
Us trial, and, now it was up to thd 
administration . to adopt a dofinlto 
policy with uegard to lands and timber, 
and let tho country advance in tho 
development of its resources as it 
might reasonably bo expected to ad- 
vance. 

Mr. Brewster (Alberni) moved ad- 
journment of the debate. 

The bill to license social clubs was 
read a third time and passed. Then 
the adjourned debate on the Grand 
Trunk Pacific bill was continued. 

Mr. Oliver (Delta) said that the 
specially "prepared map which Mi-. 
Carter-Cotton had brought to , the 
House in connection with) the dobato 
in no way represented tho respective 
areas In tho Prince Rupert townsite 
owned by the. province and the rail- 
way company. He said that the grooti 
blocks on tho map. intended to repre- 
sent the government holdings oxtendr 
ed Into the water In some cases as 
far as 500 feet.

The' Island may too traversed from 
oast to west by routes apparently fa- 
vorable to a line of railway In several 
places. Of these the most' southerly 
is from Victoria, to' Sechart or Ban- 
field crock at tho southern side of 
Barkley Sound. The next • routo, to- 
wards- the Northiiiis -by way of the 
Cowlchan- river amR-Bake to 'Alberni 
Canal. The next is from. Nanoose Bay 
to the head of- Alberni Canal, which 
is that adopted by the E.' & N. Rail- 
way for its extension to Alberni. Tho 
next in order- are from Comox to Al- 
berni Canal; from Chatham Point to 
Nootka Sound; from Alert Bay to 
Tashlsh Arm; from Hardy Bay to Ru- 
pert Arm; from, Hardy Bay around 
the head of West Arm to Winter Har- 
bor at the outlet of Quatslno Sound. 
Other routes may exist through the 
mountain chain, but these are suffi- 
cient to show that .there Is nothing 
like an insurmountablo barrier separ- 
ating the two coasts of tho Island. 
Tho East Coast of tho Island is easily 
traversable by. a railway for Its en- 
tiro length; the West Coast is im- 
passable. It Is possible that a feas- 
ible route can be found longitudinally 
through tho centre, or near tho centre, 
but of this more will bo Bald when tho 
question of railway construction is 
specifically discussed. 

It will be seen from what has been 
said that the whole Island, with all 
its great stores of natural wealth, can 
be readily made accessible by both 
land and water transportation. This 
seems to be one of tho first and most 
important points to bo settled.

OAK BAY DISTRICT 

MUST HAVE JAIL 



Prison Will Be Constructed 
Without Delay— To im- 
prove Beach Drive 



The necessity of establishing a lock- 
up In Oak Bay wus one of the matters 
discussed at a recent meeting of the 
Roads, Sowers and Bridges committee 
of the Oak Bay council. A decision 
was reached to arrange for such a 
building with as little delay as pos- 
sible. Those present were Reevo Hen- 
derson and Councillors Oliver, Mc- 
Gregor, Newton, Colbert and Pember- 
ton. 

One of tho first matters Introduced, 
after the disposal of the routine, was 
tlie assault on a woman reported by 
the district's constable. The opinion 
M'as expressed that, as such affairs 
were likely to occur at any time, It 
was imperative that somo provision 
should bo mado for tho Imprisonment 
of criminals ponding their trial. It 
was thought desirable that tho jail bo 
constructed without delay, and, there- 
fore, a motion that the matter of pur- 
chasing u portion of tho property 
owned by tho city of Victoria at tho 
junction of Canmoro and Cadboro Bay 
roads bo taken up at once was carried 
without opposition, tho intention be- 
ing to construct a suitable small build- 
ing on that site. 

In answer to the council's request 
that tho Victoria corporation arrango 
to have some necessary improvements 
mado to the west side of Foul Bay 
road, a communication was read from 
City Clork Dowlor announcing that tho 
city "had no power to expend money 
on Foul Bay road as it was wholly in 
the municipality." This was laid on 
tho tablo_ 

With 'reference to the proposed 
draining of St. Patrick stroot, it was 
agreed, after discussion, that the mat- 
ter be left in tho hands of the engineer 
with instructions to raise half the cost 
from the owners of the property bone- 
llted. 

It was decided that tho recommend- 
ed alterations to the. beach drive where 
it fronts on the property belonging to 
Messrs. Hewitt, Neale and Rattenbury 
should be startod under the supervis- 
ion of the engineer of the district. 

Accounts for the past month aggre- 
gating $447.89- were approved and or- 
dered paid forthwith. 

The meeting then adjourned. 



PREMIER DEFENDS

Rossland and appointing a select 
committee to investigate conditions at 
Prince Rupert," 

Mr. Oliver said that in one instance 
a, sreen-colored strip 700 feet in width 
represented really only 100 feet. Hero 
an overhead crossing was marked for 
which no provision had been made in 
the act at last session or in the agree- 
ment. The depth of water ouside the 
wharf was marked as from twenty to 
thirty feet. .There was no data on this 
head in the department, and the Com- 
missioner of Lands had admitted that 
he had none in his possession. . Ho 
wanted to know who had prepared the 
map. 

Mr. Carter-Cotton said that it was 
the work of the surveyor-general. 

The premier said that the data had 
been supplied by the G. T. P., and the 
work had been carried on by their of- 
ficials and the Dominion Geodetic 
Survey. 

Mr. Oliver said that the Chief Com- 
missioner had not this information 
nor had the surveyor-general. He said 
that in the Government's 1500 feet 
block for 800 feet the railway right of 
way ran In tho water, and the wharves 
would have to be built In deep water. 
He said the Government had proved 
its incompetence by refusing the offer 
of the railway to exchange Its 3,000 
feet at Seal Cove for a similar stretch 
elsewhere In the waterfront. Either 
the Government was not aware of tho 
land values or the offer had never 
been made. 

"No survey was ever made at that 
point for a wharf," said Mr. Oliver. 
"It is an Imaginary wharf, an Imag- 
inary depth of water, and nine-tenths 
of the specially prepared map is im- 
aginary." 

Mr. Oliver then attempted to prove 
that the original blueprint attached to 
tho order-in-Council was the ofllclul 
map. He read from the act which 
stated that the map should be an In- 
tegral part of, Incorporated in, an- 
nexed to, the agreement. He said 
there should be a school master in tho 
House to explain the meaning of these 
words, if they did not point to the 
fact that the map presented was to bo 
the oflicial map. 

The Premier Replies 

The Premier arose to reply. Ho said 
he could understand the necessity 
that existed for the Opposition mak- 
ing a show in tho fuce o£ the stand tho 
Ottawa Government had taken as to 
tho Prince Rupert townslte. But for 
the vigilance of tho administration in 
protecting tho interests of the Prov- 
ince they would today have nothing 
to do with Prince Rupert. They had 
been Importuned by an Order-in- 
Council to give the railway company 
all tho townslte of Prince Rupert. Last 
session, without any opposition the act 
had been passed for the subdivision 
and survey of Prince Rupert. The 
Government had immediately asked 
for prorogation of the House and had 
commenced survey work In co-opora- 
tion with tho Grand Trunk Pacific. 

The first consideration tho railway 
placed before the Government was tho 
necessity of having plenty oC room for 
terminal purposes. The request had 
been found reasonable, land was se- 
gregated, and terminals arranged. 

The question of adjusting tho 
waterfront then came up. The govern- 
ment's engineer had advised that the 
Government deviate from tho original 
arrangement so as to glvo the railway 
a strip over G.000 feet long, while tho 
Province would get an unbroken l,S0u 
feet. Again, the Province mado an- 
other valuable selection of 1,000 feet 
at the western end, opposite the .best 
unchorago in the harbor. 

Mr. McBrldo said that he was con- 
fident that as far as tho land selected 
went the Houbo wus a unit in tho be- 
lief that the Government had acted 
wisely and well. Tho press as well as 
tho people of Prince Rupert had 
shown themselves pleased. He told of 
a meeting when the Attorney-General 
and the Provincial Secretary had ad- 
dressed the people of Prince Rupert 
and shown the map, and all had ex- 
pressed themselves as pleased. 

Mr. Nadon (Greenwood), said that 
It was so dark that nobody could see

tho map. He had asked to sec It after 
the meeting but had been refused. 

The Premier said ho. was sure if Mr, 
Naden had mado the reauest it was 
not refused. Ho rallied Mr. Oliver oil 
his statement that thero was no in- 
formation to be had regarding tlio 
soundings at Prince Rupert. He said 
tho engineer might have had the in- 
formation for a time, but It was to bo 
had nevertheless. 

The Government's Bargain 

Tho Government, he said, had a 
large tract of land farther along 
Kaie.n Island, which was regarded by 
the G. T. P. as the most valuablo land 
outsido tho townslte proper. 

As for tho blueprint which Mr. Oli- 
ver had been nourishing, he should 
have been fair, and read iill tho act 
regarding this map. It was only com- 
plete as indicating tho Government's 
selection of waterfront land. Other 
plans would be made as the work at 
Prince Rupert progressed. 

"I may state," said tho Premier, 
"that the selection of lots has boon 
proceeding for several days, and tho 
work is pretty nearly at an end. In a 
few days the Chief Commissioner will 
bo ready to mark out the lots owned 
by tho Government and the company-." 

Regarding the street-end charges, 
the premier stated that no differenco 
had arisen on this head with the com- 
pany. Provision had been mado in tho 
townslto for at least nine street- ends, 
and later on the railway commission 
might order more, if appealed to. Ho 
stated that in tho city of Victoria, be- 
tween the Causeway and the farther 
end of Rock Bay thero was only one 
street-end on tho water, several others 
having been given up by the city for 
the purposes of industrial plants. Re- 
cently, too, the city of Vancouver, 
which had been cited as an extreme 
example, had given up several street- 
ends on False Creek for a railway 
company. . 

The Premier got in a hard blow at 
Mr. Naden, who had challenged hi m 
with regard to Prince Rupert, Rend- 
ing from the prospect- s of the Princo 
Rupert Securities Company, of which 
Mr. Naden is secretary, he quoted 
"that tho division of the waterfront 
had already been made, "tho public 
would have free access to the water," 
"there was no danger that conditions 
such as were found at Vancouver 
would recur," etc. , 

At the conclusion of his speech, tho 
Premier moved adjournment of tho 
debate until today.

IN POLICE FORCE 

Increase in Pay and Rank For 
the Long-Serving 
Officers 



Important changes and promotions 
in tlio local polico force were mado 
yestercla,y by the police commission. 
Three o£ the old members of tho force 
haves been advanced and two new po- 
sitions created. Hereafter the rank 
of Captain of detectives and acting- 
chief will be filled by Detective Ser- 
geant Palmer, while the position of 
Lieu, tenant of patrol will be filled by 
Sergeant Walker. ' Detective George 
Percluo will be raised to tho rank of 
Detective Sergeant to succeed Detec- 
tive Sergeant Palmer. In all throe 
cases increases in salaries will be 
rnnd«, tfcxough In the caso of Lieuten- 
ant «1 Patrol Walker tho Increase will 
not too decided upon until a subsequent 
mooting. Increases havo also been 
granted to Chief of Police Langlcy, L. 
J. Soyinour, police court clerk and to 
Detectives Clayards and O'Lcary, 
Petition Laid Over 

Ttao petition put in some months ago 
by tlio members of tho police force 
relatlvo to the present helmets which 
were declared to be too heavy and a 
burden, especially in wet •weather 
when thte helmets increased in weight 
fievexal ounces, was tabled for the pro- 
went- F'our additional signal alarm 
boxes oE tho Gnmewcll type of similar 
deslen to those recently installed, will 
bo j> urctjased and set up and an addi- 
tional horse for the patrol waggon will 
i>o purchased, the intention being to 
have a team for the waggon instead 
of t2io one horse now used. An addi- 
tional patrolman will be appointed 
later- and It is probable that since the 
increase in rank given to Sergeant 
W"al3«r, another sergeant will he ro- 
fiulroi), 

Tfcio resolution passed at the meet- 
ing oi tho commissioners relative to 
tho creation of the new olllces made 
Sorg:cant Palmer "lieutenant" of de- 
tectives and Sergeant Walker "Cap- 
lain" of patrol but these will he 
changed so as to make the captain 
ranlc over tho lieutenant as should he 
tho -case. The records of the meeting 
read, as above, but Mayor Hall stated 
that the proper designations would be 
made and the minutes of tho meeting 
changed- 

Polico Estimates 

Tho police estimates for tho year 
wore considered and passed. They 
provlilo for an expenditure of about 
$44,000. Tho petition of tho members 
of tlio force that they be allowed to 
hold an annual police ball, the pro- 
ceeds to be devoted to the Royal Ju- 
bilee Hospital, was granted and here- 
after- the affair will be mado a yearly 
event. 

Tho duties imposed upon the occu- 
pants of the newly created positions 
have been detailed to a certain extent. 
Captain of Detectives Palmer will 
have charge of the detective depart- 
mon t axsd control of tho entire' force 
under Chief of Police Langley. .When 
tho latter Is absent his place will be 
taltfcii by tho other as acting chief. 
Lieutenant of Patrol Walker will have 
charge of the sergeants and patrolmen 
but Ills duties do not extend to the *do- 
tecti-vo department. Detective Ser- 
geant r^raue will supervise the detec- 
tives and be in active charge of the 
worfa: of that portion of the police de- 
partment. 

Long Service 

Captain of Detectives and Assistant 
Chief Thomas Palmer has been one of 
tho most valued members of tho local 
force, After three and one-half years' 
servico in the Metropolitan police in 
London, he served two years in the 
Straits Settlement police and in March 
1002. ivas appointed to the local force, 
belli £ advanced to the rank of Ser- 
geant of Detectives in January, 1902. 
His advanco In rank is just recogni- 
tion of his past services and in a de- 
partment which has proved much 
more arduous than the general public 
Is aware of. Detective Sergeant Per- 
due joined the Victoria Polico Force 
in October, 1S93, and was made de- 
tective in January, 1898, since which 
timet ho has - been associated 
with. Sergeant Palmer in the 
detective department. The now liou- 
tena.iit of patrol, Sergeant Walker, Is 
one of the oldest members of the 
force, -Joining in August, 1889, ho 
serv«ed as patrolman until February, 
1 900, when he was elevated to the 
ranlc cl sergeant. 

The suggestion was also mado at 
tho meeting that steps should b~ taken 
to prevent the overcrowding of small 
theatres. Many complaints have been 
made that duo precautions havo not 
been. tal<en In this respect and the 
matter -svlll be looked into. The ques- 
tion ot licensing nil hack drivers was 
also considered. If it is decided to do 
so each hack driver will bo forced to 
take out a license which will be Issued 
by tlio chief of polico who will thus he 
in a position to debar any person from 
tlie work of hack driving whom he 
considered to be undesirable.

HERE AND THERE 



A newspaper printed In Wisconsin 
In the Scandinavian tongue with a. 
picture of Lincoln on the ; first page 
gives an Indication of how patriotism 
is taught In the United States. There 
is not a child attending the public 
schools from Boston to San Francisco 
who did not learn some of the many 
lessons In citizenship and in true man- 
hood taught by the life of Lincoln. 

In the name of patriotism many 
foolish things are done by the people 
of the neighboring republic. No one 
can look at their schoolbooks without 
seeing that while there Is; much' that 
is admirable there is a tendency to 
direct the, attention of the children far 
too exclusively to the study of their 
own country. The narrowness and 
the ignorance of the worth of other 
peoples which characterize many Unit- 
ed States citizens and which make 
them regardless of the feelings of 
others is to be attributed to tills 
phase of the teaching or their schools. 

But there i« something worthy of 
imitation in the study ' which they 
give to the lives of their great men. 
No one, least at all a child, could read 
I the story of Lincoln's life without be- 
ing the better fur it. Among ourselves 
no more effective work In Empire 
building could be done than the touch- 
ing the children to love ami admire 
the great men whose lives furnish the 
noblest examples of patriotism or give 
tlie Highest inspiration to noble liv- 
ing. Here tile teacher lias opportun- 
ity only limited by his knowledge of 
the lives of great men. It is for this 
reason chiefly, tiiat history is so im- 
portant a study. From Its pages stand 
out the names of the men who have 
led the nation to greatness. 

Canadian teachers have hero a great 
advantage over those of the United 
States. Our studies are not confined 
to the lives of the eminent men who 
have played a part In Canadian life or 
in the events which have taken place 
here. There Is to us no break In the 
history of the Empire since the land- 
ing of Julius Caesar till the present 
day. We feel ourselves akin to every 
British Statesmen from . Alfred the 
Great to Herbert Asrjuith or Sir Wil- 
frid Laurier. Every advance that lias 
been made, every victory won, In 
whatever part of the globe by British 
enterprise or British valour is looked 
upon by us with pride. The boo3« 
written by British poets, scientists 
and philosophers we regard as our no- 
blest heritage. More than that, we 
feel that we can claim kindred with 
Washington and Lincoln, with Emer- 
son and Lowell, Bryant and Longfel- 
low, and the great thinkers who have 
given to United States life all that is 
best and noblest, as well as with those 
who have never rolinrjulshed their ul- 
ieglanco to Great Brituln. 

Those who have, in their hands the 
training of the youth of Canada have 
in. the records of the past the best 
material for bunldlng up the deepest 
and strongest patriotism. If in addi- 
tion to the extent and resources of 
Canada itself/ the children are taught 
to appreciate and revere the great 
Englishmen both of the past and the 
present, there is little danger that the 
Canadians of the future shall, either 
lie provincial or disloyal. The type of 
character that is likely to be develop- 
ed in the boys and girls much of 
whose time Is devoted to the study of 
the lives of those who have made the 
empire great is that which fits them 
for tlie highest citizenship.

There is no more difficult problem 
before the people of Canada than that 
of dealing wisely and justly with the 
Indians. Every year makes tills work 
harder. H0\v to protect these wards 
of the nation from the vices of civili- 
zation is a task which, from the be- 
ginning has baffled tile zeal of mis- 
sionaries and the wisdom: of} "states- 
men. As settlement advances tlie dif- 
ficulty Increases. Brave attempts have 
been made to educate the Indian chil- 
dren and to train them to useful em- 
ployments. Large sums of money 
have been spent on schools and on 
other educational institutions but the 
government of Canada is not satisfied 
with tho results. Commenting on a 
recent debate in tlie House of Com- 
mons the Ottawa Evening Journal 
says: 

"It was frankly admitted by the 
parliamentarians that the educational 
system evolved by the missionary or- 
ganizations and the Government had 
been for the most part a dismal fail- 
ure. It was also agreed that some- 
thing had to be done at once to better 
tho existing state of things, or if not, 
the Indian might perhaps be let alone 
to fashion his own career after tlie 
manner of his ancestors. 

Mr. Foster came out boldly for a 
rational and exhaustive Inquiry Into 
the. system which has obtained in 
Canada, a careful comprehensive ex- 
amination of the methods employed In 
tho United States, and he suggested 
the formation of a commission of the 
strongest men in the land, essentially 
hon-partlzan in character, which 
should report. Mr. Oliver was sym- 
pathetic, and favored the idea of such 
a commission. 

No Canadian Is there who denies 
responsibility In considerable degree 
for the condition of the Indian today. 
We have taught him our vices, and 
handed him a Bible; we have given 
liirii our diseases, and offered him an 
English elementary education. In re- 
turn for the land over which ho roved 
we have taught him a trade, only to 
find that when he returns from the 
School to Ills people he leaves tilt 
trade behind him to pursue the voca- 
tions his soul loves. 

Mr. Oliver affirms that to make a 
better Indian of the Indian should be 
the aim of the system. This is prob- 
ably the truth. Whether or not the 
Inquiry which was suggested will be 
anxiously awaited by those who are 
desirous of doing something to acquit 
themselves of blame In connection 
with the education of the Indian. 

Tho people of Canada are not only 
willing hut anxious to do all that can 



Tho City of Ottawa has bought a 
site for the tuberculosis hospital con- 
templated for sonic time. A site had 
been offered free but It was objected 
to by . tho residents in the neighbor- 
hood. That which has been secured 
Is considered to be sufficiently Iso- 
lated. It i.s not quite half a mile 
from the car lino and will be fur- 
nished with water from the city al- 
though the sewerage system does not 
yet extend so far and special sanitary 
arrangements will have to be made. 
Tho society will commence building 
immediately and will very soon be 
able to care for the patients of tho 
city. Everywhere tlie light against this 
disease Is being carried on. Perhaps 
there Is no work In progress today 
that will tend more to the future pros- 
perity of Canada than that of tlie tu- 
berculosis societies. The knowledge 
of tho laws of health which It Is their 
aim to, spread will not only help to 
banish tuberculosis, but other diseases 
and to 1 raise the standard of health 
every where,

How to Beautify Our City 

The advantages of a beautiful city 
are many. When people come to a 
city for a visit, and find beautiful 
gardens, roads and - walks, and go 
back home again, i they toll their 
friends what r is like, and it brings 
more people. In the summer, es- 
pecially, there are quite a number of 
people travelling about, and when they 
stay at a city they spend money on 
different things. 

Victoria has some beautiful tilings 
about it, and in tlie summer beautiful 
gardens, resorts, and walks are to be 
found. The Parliament Buildings ami 
the Empress Hotel add greatly to the 
beauty of Victoria. > . 

If the city council would spend the 
money on the roads that need fixing 
In the city, Instead of cutting now 
roads out of the way of traffic, it 
would do more good. Some of the 
roads In the very heart of tlie city are 
in a disgraceful condition. 

The streets could be kept a little 
iter If the city would compel the 
owners, of houses to keep the street 
clean In front of their homes. 

Tourists often come to Victoria and 
a good many of them would like to 
see the Governor's gardens, Ho keeps 
the gates shut and allows no one to 
go In. If he Would have certain hours 
that hacks and l;il|y-hos could go in 
to see the gardens there would be no 
harm done, and the visitors would be 
more satisfied. 

Some of the fences around many 
beautiful gardens In Victoria are high 
board ones. There Is no sense In hav- 
ing big, ugly looking fences around a 
garden and the owner of the property 
could have a hedgp If he wanted priv- 
acy. On some of tin; fences advertise- 
ments of goods and of plays are pasted. 
If these were not allowed it would 
greatly Improve our city. 

Better car seri'lce ought to be pro- 
vided by the u.C. Electric Company, 
or. else the city lake over that work. 
On tho Outer Wharf line cars only 
run on tlie hour and every twelve 
minutes. In Vancouver, however, the 
B. C. Electric Co., pay more attention 
to 'the service, and seem to give us 
the old cars that they do not want. 
Perhaps If the city council were to 
look lifter these things, we might have 
tt very beautiful city,.

Under the auspices of the "Women's 
Council, a meeting, was held on Sun- 
day afternoon In tho .Assembly hall of 
the high school. Although tho audi- 
ence was. not a large one It was re- 
presentative and sympathetic. 
, His Lordship Bishop Perrin presided 
and on the platform were Chas. Hay- 
ward, Esq., . president of the ' Board 
of the Protestant Orphanage, and of 
the Children's Aid society, and A. E. 
McPhilllps, M.P.P. 

The chairman read a letter from the 
premier to Mrs. Cooper, president of 
the local council, expressing his regret 
at not being able to be present at the 
meeting. His lordship remarked that 
had it not been .for the. letter, the 
audience might never have known that 
they owed the privilege of being able 
to hear an address from Mr. Kelso to 
tho efforts of the Council of Women. 
This he ascribed to the modesty of the 
ladles In a few earnest words of ap- 
preciation Of Mr. Kelso's work, and of 
his feeling lot the necessity that the 
people of tills province and city should 
be alive to the needs of the children 
the speaker was Introduced. 

Mr. Kelso is a man In the prime of) 
life. His devotion to the cause of the 
children has not robbed him either of 
his vitality or of ills hopefulness. The 
anxiety and tho nervousness that are 
too often characteristic of tho philan- 
thropist are conspicuous by their ab- 
sence. Mr. Kelso is a plain man and j 
be tells a straightforward story which 
but deepens tho Impression of hind 
ness.that tho first glance at his face 
makes. 

Ho had been sent out by the govern 
ment to help the people of Saakatche 
wan make provision beforehand for 
the future needs of the children ut tho 
province. Ho found there that tlioro 
was great need of a knowledge of tho 
laws relating to children which wera 
in force in Canada. This Ignorauco 
was widespread, lie would venture to 
say that there were not more than 
eight or ten persons In the room who 
understood the provisions of the la 
under which the Children's Aid society 
worked. This was the same In British 
Columbia as in Ontario. While 
Saskatchewan he received a letter 
from the attorney-general of BrKksl 
Columbia asking him to come to this 
province and look Into the needs 
the children here. Permission being 
granted from his department, ho had 
gladly come. 

His attention had first been called to 
the needs of the children, when, as 
young newspaper man In Toronto his 
duties had led him to the police court. 
There he saw little children of very 
tender years selling papers in many 
places where they had opportunities of 
seeing and learning much of evil. 

These children were often brought 
Into court for offences against the law, 
They were found guilty and sent 
prison. It was not an uncommon 
thing for a boy ,of fifteen to have serv 
ed eight or ten terms in Jail In many 
cases the little fellows were so small 
that the prison uniforms in which the 
law decreed that thoy -roust be dresse 
were so much too large as to make 
It necessary for the wardens to carry 
them to their cells. 

The sad stories told of the children 
moved benevolent people to establish 
a Fresh Air Fund and hundreds of lit- 
tle ones from crowded alleys were 
sent during the summer to the coun 
try where they could play in the green 
fields or by the waterside. But this 
was but a temporary measure. When 
the need o? systematic Tvoric was real 
ized Mr. Kelso was asked to take 
charge of it. 

Under the Children's Protection Ac 
there was now a department of which 
ho was the head. There wore two 
stenographers and from ten to fifteen 
paid ofllclals. Besides these, there were 
thousand good men and women at 
work all over the province. During tho 
"ast firtcen years 5,000, children under 
sixteen had been' taken out of institu- 
tions and placed in homes. Of these 
less than three per cent, had been con- 
victed of crinio a second time. Last 
year 425. children had been placed for 
tho first time in homes and some 200 
who for one reason or other had been 
returned to the society had been 
placed. 

But great as this work was Mr. 
Kelso considers that ' the preventive 
measures taken are still better. it 
was far better to reform the homo and 
leave the child in it than to take him 
away. A child could only have one 
mother and no one else could take her 
place. There were many poor people 
who only needed kindly help and en 
couragement to do hotter. Much of 
what was called vice or laziness was 
the result of discouragement. Circum- 
stances were often very cruel, and bet- 
ter surroundings often TirougnT nbout 
reform. The speaker impressed upon 
his hearers the necessity for contrlbut 
Ing to the funds of the society. It was 
impossible to work without money. , 

The way the preventive work is done 
was described. When a child in a city- 
is seen on the streets at night or when 
he or she Is ragged or Ill-fed or cruelly 
used a member of tho society or one 
of its olllccrs visits the homo and 
speaks to tho parent. Sometimes this 
is resented. It is a .very common idea 
that parents can do what they like 
with their own children. This is not 
the case. The child belongs to the 
state, and If the parent will not do 
his duty the state must supply the. 
heed. If the help and advice offered 
Is not taken the parent Is served with 
a blue paper and warned that if he 
will not take proper care of his child 
it will be taken away. In Mr. Kelso's 
experience tho love of most parents 
for their children Is very strong and 
once even a bad father or mother re- 
alizes the danger of separation, re- 
form usually follows to the salvation, 
not only of tho child but of the home! 
Of course the most strict supervision 
must lie exercised to see that promises 
are kept. If, however, the child is still 
neglected ho is placed In a shelter kept 
by a kind man and woman. Such a 
•shelter is a necessity for tills work. 
Here the unfortunate child is kindly 
treated, his physical wants are at- 
tended to and the superintendent sees 
him and tries 10 win his love and con- 
fidence. From this shelter he is sent 
to the home found for him through the 
agency of tho society. 

Mr. Kelso docs not ' bollcvo In pun- 
ishment. He declares that no child is 
so bad that his reform cannot bo 
brought about by love. Ho told, many 
anecdotes to prove thnt boys who had 
been guilty of many misdeeds wore not 
only willing but engcr to commence a

new life when once they had been 
shown that a new beginning: wus pos- 
sible. Nothing was of any use unless 
a desire for good was awakened In tlie 
heart of the wrongdoer. But Mr. Kel- 
so's opinion is that all children want 
to do right. The speaker warned the 
citizens that they should take away 
those things which made it easy for 
children to go astray.' The evil influ- 
ence of cheap shows, improper post- 
cards and indecent posters was allud- 
ed to > , 

In a humorous way, Mr. Kelso told 
the story of how he had obtained pos- 
session of forty boys who had been 
sentenced to various terms in the re- 
formatory. Tho success of this illegal 
experiment led to his being given per- 
mission to place all the boys in the re- 
formatory (some 126) in initiations. 

■Whether among the oflTC*a>s of the 
society or those who adopted" the chil- 
dren the need for love to the children 
and devotion to their interests was 
pointed out. 

The speaker then went on to des 
scribe the juvenile court and to advise 
the people of Victoria to take steps to 
have it established here. The judge of 
this court, he said, had almost unlimit- 
ed power for tlie protection of tho 
children. The machinery was not ex- 
pensive but a shelter home would have 
to be provided. 

Mr. McPhilllps then made a short 
speech on tho course which child legis- 
lation In the past had taken. He con- 
cluded by saying that, while' thore was 
a public prosecutor 110 lawyer was re- 
tained by the state for the defence of 
ihtldren accused of crime. He thought 
he could promiso for his profession 
that when asked to do so any lawyer 
would take up the cause of a child 
without fee. 

Mrs. Cooper jaid that a deputation 
from the Women's Council accompan- 
"ed by a committee of synod, had 
waited upon the city council and ask- 
ed that body to take the necessary 
stops towards the establishment of a 
juvenile court In Victoria. She ask- 
d tho meeting to pass a resolution 
trengthenlns the hands of the com- 
mittee by expressing Its approval. On 
motion of II. Siddall, seconded by 
Magistrate Jay, the resolution carried 
nanimously. 

Chas. Hayvvard said a few words of 
appreciation of the address of Mr 
Kelso and of his work, and the bishop 
expressed the hopo that the meeting 
would have real and lasting results. 

At the Metropolitan Methodist 
church in the morning a large congre- 
gation listened to an address from Mr. 
Kelso lit which he followed very much 
the same lines, emphasizing more the 
duty of parents and the willingness of 
people properly appealed to to under- 
take the enrc of those who needed 
homes, and act tlie part of foster- 
parents.

embarking for the Antipodes, the rug- 
ger enthusiasts of this city will ex- 
tend them hospitality. There, will be 
a brief space on Thursday affcernoon, 
during the progress of an exhibition 
match, when the Canadians and their 
guests will engage in hostilities, but 
they will be of a friendly character, 
and Immediately after the grime of 
the field has been washed away the two 
again will blend into one congenial 
party, the • Victorians bending their 
energy to give the visitors just as good 
a time as their power of entertainment 
permits. 

Fine Match Promised 

There is every reason to believe that 
the match will prove one of the finest 
that has taken place on local grounds 
for many a long month. To enlarge on 
the ability of the Australians would 
be superfluous. They are well enough 
known to all sportsmen to require no 
booming whatever. Their record estab- 
lished while touring the old country 
speaks for itself. Three or four de- 
feats in about forty games, and all 
against teams of more than average 
strength, is an achievement of which 
any aggregation might be proud. The 
Australians have pride, but it is not 
of the quality that "goeth before . a 
falJ." .Their series of triumphs, the 
consideration which has marked their 
treatment everywhere, the awe , the 
mention of their name creates in the 
small boy hero worshippers, doubtless, 
is gratifying but it hasn't turned their 
heads.

There- 
fore the locals are looking forward to 
acting the part of hosts to the touring 
colonials with pleasurable anticipa- 
tion.

Immedi- 
ately a forward, a half, or. a quarter 
got the ball, under certain 'circum- 
stances, he and his fellows knew what 
to do. There was no hesitation. Not 
a second was lost and these small 
fractions of a minute were what count- 
ed In ' the rugby field!

Seattle, Wash., Feb. 22— Will R. 
Chandler, of Vancouver, today, tri- 
umphed in the first full Marathon race 
ever- held, in 'tiro northwest. : The vet- 
eran Canadian runner outgamed and 
outdistanced all of his competitors. He 
won by seven laps, over two miles, 
from his nearest rival, Fred Walby, of 
the Portland Y. M. C. A., in the slow 
time of 3 hours and 43 mlnues 1G 2-5 
seconds. The track was terribly 
heavy and he was not pushed, other- 
wise the time would have been per- 
haps thirty minutes faster. The race 
was run In a driving storm, but .the 
chilly rain did not stop the field. Ar- 
thur Burns, the much-touted Calgary 
man',' failed to' get' to the ' starting 
mark on time and was left. The fault 
was his own,'' but his defection robbed 
the race of much' of its interest. A 
field of seventeen runners started and 
Chandler and Johnson, Vancouver, set 
the pace practially for the first fifteen 
miles, Donaldson of Seattle YV M._ C. A., 
then juinped ! into thi" lend but' after 
staying ahead for t\\'6 miles, dropped 
far back and- was forced . to quit.

NEW CLASSIFICATION 
OF BOXING WEIGHTS 

National .Sporting Club of Lon- 
don Announce Number of 
Important Changes 



The National Sporting Club of Lon- 
don, which Is presumably the fountain 
head of the pugilistic game, • recogniz- 
ing tlie necessity of reform In the shape 
of rules for glove boxing and the 
weights in connection with it, lias made 
a move In the right direction. Mana- 
gers of boxers, have been gradually in- 
creasing tho weights in all tho divisions, 
until now they are many pounds differ- 
ent from the original figures. There 
lias, of course, been most of all a dis- 
turbance in the weights as regards the 
lighter boxers, until it has come that 
the bantamweights have practically 
merged with tho feathers and the feath- 
ers with the lightweights. 

To correct this evil the National club 
took It upon itself to appoint a commit- 
tee of members to adjust the matter. 
The members of this committee, Messrs. 
Angle, Corrl, Douglass and Vise, all 
noted followers of the game, as well as 
referees, quite recently reported the re- 
sult of their deliberations. 

They added u new class, which they 
called the flyweight class and set the 
limit at 112 pounds. The bantamweight 
limit has been placed at 118 pounds, 
which was in years past the feather- 
weight limit. The featherweights nre 
jumped by this classification to 12C 
pounds, from the 112-pound mark at 
which it lias been standing, and the 
lightweights are increased from 133 to 
135 pounds. 

The welterweights, a class created r ay 
Americans in Paddy Duffy's time, and 
who was the first holder of the title, 
bus been retained by the Englishmen, 
but it has been jumped to 117 pounds, 
seven pounds more than the original, 
although of late years the welterweight 
limit has been fixed at 142. 

The middleweight limit Is announced 
at 101 pounds, which is seven pounds 
more than the original figures of 151. 
Tho committee also considered that .'t 
was advisable to keep the light heavy- 
weight class In the list, even though it 
was also another one created r jy Ameri- 
cans to give, such boxers as George 
Gardner a chance to get a title. The 
limit in that class Is made 175 pounds, 
which is niso an increase over the ori- 
ginal mark. 

The report will be accepted as official 
in England, but It is a question If It 
will be adopted In America. American 
experts have lqng felt that there should 
r 3e a readjustment of the weights, but 
they have never been able to get to- 
gether on a policy that would be satis- 
factory to all concerned. The hew scale 
seems fair to all concerned, and ns the 
Marquis of Quoensborry rules which ob- 
tain, are taken from England, there Is 
no reason why the boxing game in tills 
country should not also accept these 
weights. > 

It would certainly be an advantage 
to the game itself to have something of 
a certainty rather than a hazy past on 
which to fix the classification of the 
boxers, and the subject should be taken 
up. 

That the result of this committee's 
action will cause a world of discussion 
In America goes without question. The 
general tendency lias been to "ooost the 
weights, and .this new- classification, 
which gives from two to seven pounds, 
would be gladly hailed by the boxers 
themselves. 

Under this classification, the recog- 
nized English champions as they stand 
today will undoubtedly, be as follows: 

Bantamweight cha.jipion, US pounds 
—Digger Stanley. , • , 

Featherweight .champion, 120 poundB 
— Jem Driscoll. 

Lightweight champion, 135 pounds— 
Jabez. White. 

Welterweight champion, 117 pounds-

"Tiger" Smith. 

Heavyweight champion — Gunner 
Molr. 

There may be some dispute as to the 
right of Jabez White to bold the light- 
weight title of England, but on the 
records there is no one who can claim 
it from him. 

Inasmuch as Longford knocked out 
"Tiger" Smith In England, Woodman 
claims for his man tho English middle- 
weight championship. That cannot be 
taken away from lilm. r out the above 
list includes English boxers, and none 
other.

AMENDMENTS TO THE 

BASEBALL RULES 



Some important amendments to the 
playing rules were made by the rules 
committee of the national baseball 
commission. The committee decided 
to stop the practice of certain mana- 
gers of changing pitchers during 
the game in order to give 
their teams an advantage when 
the batters on the opposite tennis show 
great strength at the plate. When 
one pitcher is taken off his successor 
must remain in the box until he has 
retired at least one man. 

It. was decided that the umpires In 
tho minor leagues might use their own 
discretion in the matter of Imposing 
fines. In the major leagues the fines 
in the past have been settled by the 
clubs, and as a result the penalty did 
not fall sufficiently heavy on the play- 
ing offender. For this reason It was 
decided that In the minor leagues 
where the fines imposed by umpires 
have been settled in the majority of 
Instances by the players, the rule bo 
allowed to stand for the good of the 
baseball game. 

In the National league session It was 
decided to amend rule 64 so that the 
umpires will not have the power to 
fine players or the men on the coach- 
ing lines. In future, violations of the 
rules of the national game may ho 
punished only by ordering the offend- 
er to the clubhouse, but ' he may not 
take up a position either in the grand- 
stand or bleachers. 

Another Innovation was the adop- 
tion of a rule that managers of home 
grounds will not be permitted to voice 
any sentiment regarding ground rules 
In case the visiting team enters a pro- 
test against existing conditions. Tho 
umpire Is to be the sole judge In such 
an emergency. 

In the major league' clubs it was 
decided by the r;ules committee that 
a unit of twenty-five players shall he 
the maximum during the playing sea- 
son, on and after May 15; and thirty- 
five during the so-called "off-season" 
which precedes the warmer contests of 
the clubs striving for pennant honors.

Blue Funnel Liner Brought 
News of Scuttling of the 
Burning Kalomo 



CAPT. CONRADI RETURNS 



•Bulk of Freight Brought is For 
Discharge at Ports of Brit- 
ish Columbia 



The Blue Funnel lino steamer Kce- 
mun, Capt. Conradl, reached the outer 
wharf on Sunday morning from Liver- 
pool via the far east with 7,500 tons 
of general merchandise, the bulk of the 
big cargo being for discharge at Vic- 
toria and Vancouver. For Victoria 
thero was 1,250 tons and a steam 
launch, for Vancouver there was 4,500 
tons, which included 3,000 tons of steel 
rails and railway iron. Cr»«r two-thirds 
of the cargo was for the British Col- 
umbia ports. For Seattle and Tacoma 
"combined which included the overland 
freight, there was merchandise equal 
In amount only to that to be discharg- 
ed at this city. 

The Keemun's cargo was mostly from 
the United Kingdom, about a seventh 
of her cargo only being loaded at the 
ports of the far east. The big freight- 
er left Liverpool December 12 and had 
an uneventful trip via the Suez and 
the usual ports of call. At Singapore 
the wreck of the steamer Kolomo, of 
the Bucknall line, which was sunk 
by the guns of the fortress to scuttle 
her when her oil cargo took fire, was 
seen with the salvage crew from the 
Tanjong Pagar dock building cassons 
about to raise the vessel. The Kalomo 
had 88,000 cases and 3.000 drums of 
kerosene. Shells and ammunition had 
been la'nded before the fire broko 
out. "When the fire was . dis- 
covered the hatches were bat- 
tened down and the officers 
and crew did everything in their power 
to combat the flames. They were pow- 
erless, however, and signals for assist- 
ance were flown. As dusk came on 
rockets were fired to attract attention. 
The salvage steamer Varuna steamed 
out immediately and poured water into 
the ship. The sea cocks were opened 
in the engine room and one of the 
holds with a view to scuttling the 
vessel. Tho fire gained rapidly, how- 
ever, and alarming explosions occurred. 
The fire had not yet reached hold num- 
ber two, where riiost of the oil was 
stored, and it was momentarily .feared 
that a severe explosion'; would occur 
here. It was 1 not considered safe to 
remain alongside, and the crew was 
taken off. 

Finally it was arranged to bombard 
the burning freighter from the forts 
with a six-Inch gun. The vessel was 
swung around broadside to the fortress 
and a white bull's eye was painted on 
the side. "When the salvago vessel 
steamed away, flinging a flag as a 
signal to fire, the gun boomed and a 
six-inch hole belched llame a foot 
above the bull's eye. The second shot 
went high, and passed over the vessel 
and danced along the top of the calm 
water. The gunners were using solid 
shot so as not to do too much damage. 
A shell would have torn her side out. 
The third shot went clean through 
the whito paint, just a fraction .above 
the water line, but a fine shot. Then 
followed a pretty exhibition of shoot- 
ing. Six times running, the gunners 
planted solid shot on the same spot. 
The balls went through the ship as 
easily af if she had been an egg shell. 
Captain Jackson was much affected 
when ho saw the holes knocked in his 
fine eighteeri-months' old ship. 

The flames raged more fiercely and 
the whole of the fore part of the ship 
was ablaze, dense, volumes of smoke 
pouring skywards. Explosion followed 
explosion, and deck structures were 
thrown Into, tho air. The flames wore 
fanned by tho current through the 
shot holes.. The vessel seemed to bo 
slowly settling down with a list to port. 
It could ! not be understood why she 
did not sink. Tho order was then given 
to cease firing, and the flags on the 
Varuna; talked to the fort and tho 
bombardment stopped. It was not con- 
sidered advisable to make too big a 
hole in the ship's side for fear tho 
blazing oil .would pour out and float 
Into Tanjong Pagur with thfl tide. No- 
thing could be done . for tho doomed 
Kalomo, and It was decided to let her 
burn out or sink; 

Eventually she sank, and the wreck 
was seen lying near Singapore erect, 
with divers at work patching the shot 
holes made . by the gunners. When 
this work 1s' done, arid the coffordaims 
are fitted over the hatches, the work 
of raising the steamer will not bo dif- 
ficult, as her 'decks and sides aro in- 
tact, save for the apertures mentioned. 
No attempt is being mado to touch tho 
cargo, which is to be left on the steam- 
er till she is raised. 

Tho Koemun loaded a small amount 
of freight in tho far cast, and did not 
call at Nagakl or Moil, proceeding di- 
rect to Kobe and Yokohama, which 
port she left on February 7th. "When 
she was at Kobe on February 4th the 
new steamer Tacoma Maru, built by 
the Kawasaki Dockyard company for 
the new trans-Pacific service of tho 
Osaka Shosen kalsha In connection 
with tho Chicago, Milwaukee & St. 
Paul railroad was launched. Tho in-

Tho gale increased in fury, the 
heavy seas sweeping the steamer's 
decks. Little damage was sustained 
other than the loss of two from wash 
ports which 3ve.r0 carried away.' The 
following day the weather moderated 
and the steamer made smart progress 

Yokohama was left on February 7th 
and the passage across occupied fifteen 
days. After landing 11 Chinese at, the 
outer wharf tho steamer proceeded to 
Tacoma and will return tomorrow to 
discharge her freight for this port. 

From Nagasaki news was brought of 
a narrow escape of a collision between 
the new N. Y. K. liner Kltano Maru 
launched for the European service of 
tho Japanese .line, and the Tanyo 
Maru of the Toyo Kisen kalsha's San 
Francisco line.

lowed to enter tho harbor and ap- 
proach' her moorings just as the Kitano 
Maru was about to take the water.

KUMERIC SAILS FOR 

THE FAR EAST 



Cyclops Will Arrive Tomorrow to Load 
and Keemun to Discharge at 
Outer Wharf 



The steamer Kumorlc of the Bank 
Hue sailed from the Outer wharf on 
Sunday with a full cargo of general 
merchandise In churge of Capt. Howie, 
formerly of the steamer Boverlc, who 
has taken command In the absence of 
Capt. Cowley. From Victoria the Bank 
liner took 1,100 boxes of salt herring. 
Tomorrow tho steamer Keemun, tho 
Inward bound Blue Funnel liner will 
arrive at the Outer wharf to discharge 
1,250 tons of general freight and tho 
steamer Cyclops of the same lino, out- 
bound, will arrive to take on a big 
shipment of salt herring and canned 
salmon and 140,000 feet of lumber. 
Tomorrow also the white liner Em- 
press of Japan Is scheduled to sail 
outbound to Hong Kong and the usual 
ports of call in the Far East. 

It is not generally known that tho 
steamer Kumerlo is equipped with 
wireless telegraphic apparatus. • The 
second officer Mr. Reld is an amateur 
experimenter and ; on the last voyage 
Inward from the Far East he made a 
wireless telegraphic apparatus from a 
strange assortment of gear. Since 
then he has made Improvements and 
his apparatus can work now with 
any other instrument within ten or 
fifteen miles radius. . . 
' The U. S. steamer McArthur, ,a sur 
voy vessel employed In hydrographic 
work in the /Straits of San Juan, ar 
rived in ' port yesterday morning pro 
fusely decorated with flags In honor 
of Washington's birthday. Capt. 
Rhodes brought a party . of frlcnd3 
from Port Angeles. 

Tho steamer Celtic arrived at the 
Outer wharf yesterday with a cargo 
of .salt herrings .from Nanalmo for 
shipment on the steamer Cyclops, and 
the steamer Capllano Is bringing an 
other shipment from the mainland 

Norwegian steamer Elsa loaded with 
lumber from Portland for Australia 
passed up to Comox yesterday to load 
bunker coal. 

Tho Osaka Shosen Kalsha report 
that they will dispatch Special Agent 
Mr. Fukao, at the end of February, to 
Tacoma, whereat he will bo stationed 
for some time, to make the necessary 
preparations in connection with the 
company's entry Into the Trnns-Pa- 
clflc trade, in conjunction with the 
Chicago, Milwaukee & St. Paul Rail 
road Company, on or about June, 1909. 

Heavy seas, occasioned by the pre- 
vailing high winds, tore away 100 feet 
of the outer breakwater of San Pedro 
harbor on Saturday. 

The chnrter market Is picking up 
again. Tho British ship Marlborough 
Hill, which arrived at San Francisco 
February 4, from Rotterdam, has been 
chartered to load lumber nt a Sound 
port for Valparaiso direct at 40 shil- 
lings, and the barkentine Georglna, 
now on the Sound from Callao, has 
been fixed to load lumber there for a 
direct nitrate port at 38 shillings. 

In a great gale Chief Mate George 
Lotta of the French bark Germaine 
was washed overboard from the ship 
in. tho South Atlantic while bound to 
San Francisco, where she has arrived 
from Rotterdam. A following sea car- 
ried him "back on 'board, and the fore- 
mast hands caught him and saved 
him from again going overboard, Tho 
mato was nearly killed by the thump- 
ing and suffocating seas. In that 
sumo fierce storm two of tho small 
boats were smashed and tho wheel 
was carried away, all tho sails were 
whipped out of tho gaskets and con- 
siderable damage v.'an done to the ves- 
sel. The cargo shifted to starboard 
so badly that after the gales roared 
away tho men were at work for forty- 
eight hours righting up the ship. Re- 
pairs were made at Hobart, whore the 
Germaine remained from November 
14th to December 7th. 

Driven north Into tho Strnlts after 
battling with storms for 47 dayR bound 
from San Francisco with Coquille 
River as her original destination the 
schooner Oakland reached Port Town- 
send on Sunday with her captain Wil- 
liam Mercer so III from the effects of 
hardships endured in combatting tho 
elements on a hard passage that he 
wired his resignation of command up- 
on arrival. 

"Were all the winters of tho thirty- 
fivo years I have sailed the Pacific 
combined," said Capt. Mercer, "I am 
sure they would not total the amount 
of storms met with this year. "We 
sailed from San Francisco January 5, 
and not for a day on the long run to 
tho Straits of Fuca did wo meet any- 
thing but high southerly winds, prac- 
tically every hour of which was a 
gale." 

The Oakland arrived off tho mouth 
of tho Colquitte river after a smart 
run of four days, but regulations cov- 
ering the vessel's Insurance preventing 
sailing In over tho river bar. 

Before a towboat nppeared a south- 
wont gale uroso, and It was only with 
difficulty {.hat 'an offing was gained to 
permit running before the storm. Thir- 
ty-two dnya later an entrance to Wll- 
lu.pa harbor was made. All of the 
provisions had been used ni#l actual 



privation threatened the complomcnt 
of eight sailors when port was reach- 
ed. Realizing tho impossibility ' of 
making tho return courso of 200 miles 
to tho Colqullle river ugalnst the sou- 
therly gales that ' continued, Capt: 
Mercer engaged tho steam schooner 
Caplstrano to tow his schooner. , On 
tho first day of tho run, and against 
a galo that threatened to sink both 
vessels, the towing hawser parted, 
leaving the little schooner to fight the 
battlo alone. Through tho storm that 
continued many hours tho Oakland 
struggled, constantly being driven 
northward. 

Flattery was sighted last Wednes- 
day_night, and entrance to the Strait 
of I'uci gained ncainsi. a flfty-elght- 
milc wind. 

SAYS SAILORS ARE 

BOUGHT AND SOLD 

Sooretary of British and Foreign Sea- 
men's Society Writes Regarding 
Methods of Shipping Crews 



J. Wheeler, secretary of tho British 
Foreign Sailors' society of Vancouver, 
writes us follows; From time to time 
ono hears through the medium of tho 
press of tho doings of men known as 
•boarding masters I think tho time 
has arrived, when'' this matter of ship 
ping men by boarding masters, th 
payment of blood money, and tho 
"Canada Shipping Act" was brought to 
tho notice of tho people of your city ' 
That the boarding house business, as 
It applies to seamen, Is very profit- 
able one is shown by the fact that It 
costs a shipowner $51)5.00 to purchase 
a now crow of 17 men. In ports on the 
American aide It costs considerably 
more. It has been almost impossible 
for a captain to secure a crew except 
through the boarding masters, and it 
is equally difficult for a sailor to get a 
ship except through the saino channel 
Ships are regularly visited by "run 
nors" employed by tho boarding mas 
ters, who freely distribute liquor and 
Hometlmes money to induce men to 
leave their ships. 

Tho reason for my asking space for 
this letter Is that I do not think tho 
public know that here in British Co- 
lumbia this business of buying and 
selling seamen Is going on. And also 
that It may bo the means of somo mc ro 
able persons to bring this matter to the 
notice of those who control the ma- 
rine affairs of this province. The price 
of sailors In Vancouver, Westminster 
nnd Victoria today Is J35.00 por man. 
The sellers aro a well known American 
firm. , 

Thero aro British ships loading at 
B. C. ports today needing men, and 
there are plenty of British able sea 
men to supply tho demand, yet these 
men cannot get a ship except through 
the boarding masters, who seem to havo 
completo control, and tho Canadian 
shipping law as it stands today pre- 
vents tho workors of a Seamen's in- 
stitute such as I represent from pro- 
curing seamen for the captain or a ship 
for tho men. 

What must the British shipowner 
think of tho way I we manage tho 
shipping business in B. C. ports when 
ho looks through his expense list and 
finds the following.. Item: Supply of 
1G seamen $500.00. il . it ■ 

Now, sir, this evil 'business not only 
falls hard on the'Mvrier of the ship 
but also on the seamen. ' Ho Is forced 
to take an .advance .'noto for ono 
month's wages, vie., >;$?5.O0. . This 
goes to tho boarding master, and the 
sailor seldom gets a third of tho 
valuo of his note. 

Wo all look forward to a groat ln- 
croaso in business, which means more 
ships for every port in B. C. Is this 
boarding houso evil to continue or 
are wo to come ih line with other 
ports of the British Empire and pass 
laws which make it an impossibility? 



The Norwegian ship Hooding has 
put. Into San Pedro with her crow In a 
state of mutiny. Twelve men were, 
landed and other seamen shipped In ■ 
their stead. The Hooding has a cargo 
of lumber loaded at Everett for Lor- 
enzo Marquez, West Coast of Africa, 
She secured her crow at Everett with 
tho exception of two men. After leav- 
ing Port Townsond she was anchored 
some time at tho entrance to the strait 
and It was January 23. that she finally 
put to sea. Tho advices from San Pe 
dro state that the men became dls 
satisfied only a few days after thoy 
wero at sea and Captain Hanson was 
finally compelled to turn In at San 
Pedro.

HOW CANADA GROWS 

IN P OPULATION 

Some Interesting Statistics Giving Fig- 
ures of Immigration to 
Canada 



Tho annual .report of the minister 
of the interior for the year ending 



March 31 last, which has just been 
presented to tho House at Ottawa, 
contains some interesting figure: 

During tho twelve months, 262/G9 
Immigrants entered ' Canada, . an, in- 
crease of 39,707 over tho preceding 
year, which the report claims is tho 
largest In the history of Canada. Dur- 
ing the ten years ending 1907-8, tho 
total number of arrivals was 1,166,126, 
of which 819,213 came from Great 
Britain, Ireland and the United States, 
and 356,913 from other countries. This 
tremendous movement of people, adds 
the report, Is more than one-sixth of 
tlie total population of Canada, ac- 
cording to tlie census of 1901. And if 
tho present population of tho country 
be estimated at 7,000,000, the Immigra- 
tion during the past twelve months 
represents over one twenty-sixth of 
such population. Never In the history 
of the United States, even when tho 
movement reached Its highest tide, did 
thero come in from outside during any 
given space of time such a large Im- 
migration as flowed Into Canada since 
the advent of the new century, pro- 
portionately to Its population. 

Regarding British immigration, the 
report points out that during tho past 
13 years 487,720 immigrants arrived 
from tho British Isles; one-quarter of 
a million arrived last year. Regard- 
ing this, the deputy minister com- 
ments as follows: "It will thus be seen 
that, insofar as tho quantity of this 
particular class of immlgartion is con- 
cerned it has now assumed sufficiently 
large proportions to satisfy tho widely 
expressed desire on the part of Cana- 
dians throughout the old and now pro- 
vinces that for obvious reasons wo 
should receive a fair 3hare of British 
subjects emigrating from the old land. 
Complaint was made, however, ea,rly 
last year that sufficient care was not 
exercised by tile department In elimin- 
ating from tho prospective British im- 
migrants such of them as were not 
possessed of the necessary means to 
enable them to become self-supporting 
on arrival here. This matter engaged 
our serious .attention during our visit 
to England last year, and I bavo no 
doubt that tho changes which wero 
subsequently made in the regulations 
governing the inspection of Immi- 
grants at tho ports of sailing will have 
tho desired effect in this regard. I 
desire to add, however, that In my 
opinion there were scarcely any 
grounds for the uneasiness .manifested 
as to the large proportion of undesir- 
ables who found their way to Canada 
from the British Isles." 

The 58,312 people who arrived from 
the United States during 1907-0S 
brought in money and effects to the 
value of about $52,000,000. 

The total number of homesten,d en- 
tries was 30,424, a decrease of 7,364. 
Tho land average taken up was 4,867,- 
840 acres. The report remarks that at 
the present rate of settlement It will 
soon be necessary to direct the incom- 
ing settler to tho northern parts of 
Saskatchewan and Alberta. There was 
an increase in immigration from 
France and Belgium, the total for tho 
twelve months being 3.8S5, or five 
times as large as In 190S-07.

SAANICH MUNICIPALITY 



A BY-LAW 

To Regulate the Ereotion and. Construc- 
tion of Buildings. 

The Council of tho Municipality of 
tho District of Saanich enacts as fol- 
lows: - 

1. Every person intending to erect or 
alter or repair 1 a building In the munici- 
pality of Saanich, shall, before com- 
mencing tlio excavation for or erection 
of any sucli building, deposit with the 
Council or any person they shall appoint 
for such purpose, a plan or plans of 
sucli proposed building, and shall at the 
timo of lodging such plans pay to the 
municipality a feo of fifty cents. 

2. No person shall commence tho 
erection of a building or tho structural 
repair of any old building where tho work 
of such repair or alteration exceeds the 
sum of $20 until he shall have sub- 
mitted tho plan provided for in the pre- 
ceding section, and shall have obtained 
tho written certificate of tho Council 
or Inspector appointed for such purpose, 
that the same are In compliance with 
this by-law. 

3. A certificate shall not bo Issued. 

a. Whenover from any plan or par- 
ticular furnished in accordance with 
section 2 hereof It shall appear that 
the proposed building or erection Is 
intended or proposed to bo used for 
the purpose of any manufactory trndo 
or occupation of a character which 
cannot be carried on without creating, 
a nuisance or which Is noisome, nox- 
ious or offensive in its operations, 
and where the present or prospective 
assessable value of tho property nd- 
jacent to which it is proposed to bo 
erected will In the opinion of the 
Council or their inspector bo preju- 
dicially affected. 

b. Whenever the plan of any building 
or alteration or addition to any exist- 
ing building or erection discloses to 
the Council or their inspector that tho 
building or erection when erected or 
tho alteration or udditlon when made 
will bo or constitute, having regard 
to the ugliness, deformity, Incongru- 
ity, or want of conformity of tho pro- 
posed building or altered or udded 
building, with ndjacent buildings, a 
nuisance nnd offensive to good tnsto, 
and an eyesore, nnd that In addition 
the construction of such building, al- 
teration or erection would tend 
have tho effect to depreciate tho as- 
sessable value of adjacent residential 
property. 

1. Whenever the Council or their In 
spector In pursuance of tho foregoing 
section shall withhold tho certificate, for 
sucli building, alteration or addition, no 
owner or builder shall proceed with the 
building operations to which such con 
sent lias been refused or in respect of 
which such certificate has been with- 
held. 

5. No buildings for the purpose of 
stabling animals, either temporarily or 
permanently, shall bo erected within 
twenty feet of a public street or high- 
way maintained by the municipality, or 
within twenty feet -of any adjoining 
dwelling house. 

G, Every person who Is guilty qf any 
Infraction of the provisions of this by- 
law shall, upon conviction, bo llablo to 
the penalties herein provided, and where 
no special penalty Is provided, to a pen- 
alty not exceeding fifty dollnrs for each 
offence. 

7. This by-law may be cltod as the 
"Building Permit By-law,"

Musicians Unions. 

Sir — My attention has been drawn to 
the statement made by certain musi- 
cians in tho Trades and Labor Council 
of your city that "their union is tho 
only one affiliated with the council," 
and thereby leaving tho Inference that 
no other musicians arc deserving of 
support from tho citizens of Victoria- 
Permit me to say, Mr. Editor, tho 
Fifth Regiment "oand is tho only band In 
Victoria affiliated with tho Canadian 
Federation of Labor, and in my estima- 
tion they are tho band worthy of tho 
support of loyal "Canadian citizens, see- 
ing they have tho courage to stand by 
bona fide Canadian unionism.

The Monroe Doctrine. 

Sir — Your correspondent in the Col- 
onist of 21st Instant is distinctly in 
earnest in solving tho "Oriental prob- 
lems" when he refers to our lack of 
energy and the futility of depending 
upon the "Monroe doctrlno" for our 
"very existence." This ho dwells upon 
at considerable lengtli and with force; 
plainly charging us, In so many words, 
with dropping the bone for the shadow; 
instead of saying simply (If he thinks 
so) "tho Monroo doctrlno is not appli- 
cable to tho Dominion of Canada." My 
recollection of the pith of that remark- 
able instrument is, that no European 
powor had a right to interfere in tho 
affairs of any of the "states" on the 
American continent, north or south, or 
acquire territory at their expense. 
When President Cleveland intervened 
between Great Britain and Venezuela 
as to territory then in dispute he based 
his interference solely on tho Monroo 
doctrine; and was within his rights. 
Canada is not one of the states on the 
American continent; but a territory 
under tho supreme authority of a king 
and not of tho American republic. 

Therefore tho American republic has 
no more control ovor tho Dominion, of 
Canada or her Invaders than over the 
little yellow warriors of tho far East, 
who are pastmasters at "knocking tho 
stuffing out of the over-Inflated."

The Water Act, 1009. 

Sir — This is the title of tho new act 
no sv before the legislature, to regulate 
thu acquisition and use of water in 
the province. 

The act was very ably explained in 
the house the other day by tho Commis- 
sioner of LandB. and as presented shows 
tho most careful framing and studied 
effort to meet tho requirements of the 
agricultural and horticultural districts 
of the province. 

Heretofore, no attempt has "been made 
to limit the Issue of records to the 
quantity of water In the streams or to 
tho requirements of the land, tho con- 
sequence being that many or tho most 
valuable water courses are covered by 
old records to many times their natu- 
ral flow, and calling for an amount of 
water much in excess of the require- 
ments of tho land. 

While these records are In existence, 
they prevent in many cases the bene- 
ficial uso of the water and hold bnck 
to an alarming extent the development 
of tho country. 

The how act provides for tho appoint- 
ment of a Water Commissioner and a 
Board of Arbitrators to consider all 
present records in priority of their ben- 
eficial use, and to issue new licenses. 
It shall also be their duty to carry out 
tho provisions of the act, and adjudicate 
upon ull applications for the use of 
water. 

The net provides for a fixed unit of 
measure of one cubic 1'oot per second, 
and makes the acre foot the unit of 
quantity; It also makes beneficial uso 
the only title to water, and provides for 
the cancellation of licenses when bene- 
ficial use ceases. 

While allowing for reasonable domes- 
tic use by riparian owners, the net dooH 
away with the. old riparian ownership 
of water that has caused so much liti- 
gation and trouble In the past. Pro- 
vision is likewise made that the hold- 
ers of all old records shall have a stated 
tlmo In which to construct works for 
thi! utilization of the water recorded 
by them, failure to comply with this 
regulation causes forfeiture of the li- 
cense. 

The act provides for the measurement 
of all streams — a record of the high, 
low, and flood flow being kept- -and 
licenses will then only be granted In 
accordance with these measurements. 

At the present time there is no sys- 
tem in use whereby an abstract of the 
records on any stream may be obtained, 
consequently the prospective purchaser 
of land can get no security of title 
to tho water he may acquire with tho 
land. Records are Issued to the name 
stream under different names, and re- 
corded In different districts, hence tho 
difficulty of securing reliable data. 

Under thu proposed act all the rec- 
ords Issued in the province will be cen- 
tralized, and it will bo possible to at 
once secure an abstract from the Wator 
Commissioner, of the quantity of water 
available for uso In any one stream, 
the number of records or licenses issued, 
and the amount of water still unappro- 
priated. 

In all countries where irrigation has 
been most successful and where the best 
results have been obtained from tho 
scientific use of the natural water sup- 
ply, tho principle upon which tho water 
Is apportioned is the continued bene- 
ficial use of same, under government 
regulations fix the duty of water in the 
various districts. 

The duty of water in this province 
must "be a variable one, depending as It 
will, upon tho local conditions of cli- 
mate, soil, and crops; and tho Water 
Commissioner can so regulate this duty 
to secure the most economical use of the 
water in those districts where the natu- 
ral supply Is limited. 

Provision is also made for the stor- 
ing of wator and the prevention of 
waste during the flood periods. 

In British Columbia most of the na- 
tural water supply Is derived from the 
high mountain regions and wooded hills, 
and consists largely In melted snow. 
Depending upon the altitude from which 
the streams draw their supply, is the 
period of flood water; and often this 
period is very short during which time 
80 to 90 per cent, of the yearly flow 
may run off. 

Under the act tho ileenseo may get 
the right to the beneficial use of the 
water ho may store or hold back, and 
use tho same In regulating the flow 
as ho may require. As all Irrigation 
projects are more or less dependent 
upon a good and sufficient reservoir 
system, the benefits of this provision 
wlU bo of great value In assisting Irri- 
gators to secure the greatest good from 
th> natural water sheds. 

Throughout the Western and Pnclflc 
states and In the Northwest, laws have 
been passed making the beneficial use 
of water the only title; nnd the enor- 
mously Increased production of agricul- 
tural and horticultural products under 
tho Intelligent administration of the 
Water Acts in tliese states, has more 
than demonstrated the wisdom of com- 
pelling tho beneficial uso of water. 

The present act follows tho basic 
principle underlying the Northwest Act 
and tho Colorado Act, nnd benefiting by 
tho experience In the working of these 
acts, Is framed to meet tho local con- 
ditions In this province where smnli 
areas of Irrigable land dependent upon 
storage systems for their water supply 
will necessarily bo the rule. 

Whllo tho present act appears to meet 
and cover the requirements of the hor- 



ticultural and agricultural districts, 
much will depend upon tho Board of 
Arbitrators and upon their Intelligent, 
energetic and careful analysis of tho 
many problems that will come before 
them; for the solution of fheso ques- 
tions upon a broad and common senso 
basis will bring about tho most bene- 
ficial use of the water, and encourage 
the highest cultivation of the land on 
tho most scientific lines. 

That tho economical uso of tho na- 
tural water supply will be of enormous 
benefit to the province. In more than 
evident by contrast. 

When practical Irrigation is being 
carried on in Okanagan district, nnd in 
the cultivation of fruit orchards In 
snmll holdings, great changes aro tak- 
ing place, and theso planted Irrigated 
lands have a market value of from ?200 
to ?1,000 per acre. 

In other districts where climatic and 
soil conditions are similar, but whore 
development is held back through tho 
natural water supply not being bene- 
ficially used, tho land Is In many cases, 
partly used for tho production of hay. 
Theso lands may have a present value 
of only a few dollars per acre, but If 
tho natural water supply could be made 
available they would at once become as 
valuable and produce as much rcvenuo 
as the Okanagan lands. 

Under the present act, if properly 
administered a stimulating effect will 
bo given to the agrlculaural and hor- 
ticultural districts of the province, and 
it will ho no longer possible for an old 
unused record to hold back tho natural 
development of tho land. Investors will 
also be encouraged to undertake tho 
Irrigation of much of the waste lands 
of tho province, the protection of their 
capital being found In the beneficial 
uso of tho water. 

After a careful study of the irriga- 
tion laws in other countries and the 
experience of their application, I be- 
lieve tho present act will fully cover 
the requirements of this province. 

There are thousands of acres of land 
lying Idle throughout tho dr / belt, that 
could be successfully Irrigated provided 
the natural water supply wore avail- 
able. 

Whllo legislation of this nature will 
necessarllly cause opposition from muny 
of those holding records' for the pur- 
pose of speculation, or whose records 
entitle them to more water than they 
can reasonably use, the effect of plac- 
ing all water under strict government 
regulations will be most beneficial to 
tho provlnco at large, increasing tho 
value of land that can be Irrigated, and 
encouraging the highest cultivation. 
The new net will encourage capital to 
Invest money' In tho necessary works to 
bring irrigation to a high state of ef- 
ficiency, and the rapidly increasing 
market for our fruit in the Northwest 
nnd Great Britain guarantees a quick 
and sure return upon tho Investment. 

It is to bo hopeei, therefore, that 
neither selfish nor political Interests 
will be permitted to interfere with tho 
passage of tills act, but that the gov- 
ernment will at once pursue an active 
policy In immediately enforcing the act, 
under a competent and experienced 
Board of Arbitrators.

New Theory Propounded By Dr. W. A. 
Sturgo 

London, Feb. 19.— Dr. W. Allen 
Sturge, of Ickingham Hall, Norfolk,, 
who is an archaeologist of repute, 
enunciated a new theory of tho age of 
man in an address to tho East Ang- 
lian Society of Prehistorlans at Ips- 
wich.
